GREENVILLE, Miss., April 3.—While the 
four crevasses now pouring millions of 
gallons of water into the valley every hour 
have lowered the level of the river some- 
what and reduced the strain on the levees, 
nevertheless there is still a higher stage 
of water on the Greenville front than there 
was in 1892, which was the greatest flood 
year on record. 

The danger of further breaks has by no 
means passed and great peril still confronts 
the country between Memphis and Vicks- 
burg and from the latter point southward 
to New Orleans. It is but the height of 
ignorance or folly to say that the situation 
here is in any way improved or that it will 
not grow worse day by day in the next 
week. 

All business demands that the truth be 
suppressed, but with a hundred fleets or 
skiffs anchored to-night In the heart of the 
city, water in 2,000 homes and some 25,000 


or 3,000 people to-night wondering 
where they will make a living 
in the coming year and feed 


and clothe themselves, it does not take a 
prophet to say what will be the condition 
of the country in a few short days. 

As soon as the interior basin becomes full, 
which it is rapidly doing, the river will 
again come to a standstill and the floods 
from above will again menace those dis- 
tricts which have hitherto escaped. When 
the water now pouring into this valley finds 
ite Way back into the Mississippi channel! 
at Vicksburg, the people of Lower Louis- 
lah@ may expect a repetition of the scenes 
now being enacted here.

Mail goes and comes from here in skiffs, 
doctors visit their patients in skiffs, social 
visits are made in skiffs and skiffs are prop- 
erty equal almost in value to what the mule 
was a few days ago. The water is deepest 
in the extreme northern limits, where it 
has reached a depth of about three feet. 
From this point it shows a gradual decline 
until the protection levee is reached, where 
it is a foot deep. 


New Town, a very thickly built district, 
peopled almost entirely by negroes, is under 
water, the depth ranging form a few inches 
to five feet. The Belle Air, which contains 
many pretty homes and was beautiful with 
green lawns and blooming shrubs, is a 
Venice and the only medns the people have 
of leaving or returning to their homes is 
by boats, which are numerous and various. 
The water is not as high as in 1890, but will 
soon reach and pass that mark. 


Greenville itself is a city of refugees of 
from 15,000 to 20,000 souls. Relief boats 
from the interior are bringing in, nearly 
every hour, loads of destitute flood suffer- 
ers suddenly caught by. the waters and 
driven from their homes. Hundreds and 
thousands of head of stock are also here 
and being driven in from every direction. 
The back water from four crevasses is 
pouring in fearful floods every hour, and 
the situation is growing rapidly worse. 
At Helena the river is still rising; at St. 
Louls it is rising, and the Arkansas is 
threatening to rise in @ few days. Busi- 
ness men are blue, but try to keep cheerful, 

The worst has not yet reached the Yazoo- 
Mississippi Delta, and the half of its tale 
of woe has not been told. As soon as the 
different towns and cities already sub- 
merged are reached by boat parties from 


here and as soon as the remote districts 


can be heard from, there 
0 sadden the hearts of 


those far away who are now eagerly wait- 
ing for news and hoping against hope. 


The Post-Dispatch correspondent went by 
skiff from here at 6 o’clock this morning to 
all points possible by water in a radius of 
fifteen miles in every direction from this 
city. It was a common sight to see rabbits 
or domestic fowls floating on driftwood, 
deer on little islands here and there above 
the water, and the starving creatures do 
not now fear the approach of man.. In one 
instance a nmegress was calmly smoking a 
pipe on the roof of a log cabin, while a 
stream of water was running through the 
doors of her hut nearly up to the eaves of 
the roof. 

“What are you doing there, aunty?" we 
halloed. 

“Ise watered In,” came the response. 

“Would you like us to take you in?” we 
offered. 

“No, sah; I'll be skiffed out terectly.” 

Plaintive howlings of dogs, cackling of 
poultry and squealing of pigs keep the 
woods alive, and graphic scenes and inci- 
dents crowd upon the sight at every turn. 


There are dead carcasses floating in the wa- 
ter, fragments of houses and articies of 


household furniture of every kind. 


DISTRESS IN ARKANSAS. 


Fifty Thousand Dollars of the Govern- 
ment Appropriation Is Wanted. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 3—The fol- 
lowing telegram was sent the Arkansas del- 
egation in Congress to-day: 

“Great distress prevails in Eastern Ar- 
kansas. Must have at least $50,000 of Gov- 
ernment appropriation for relief of Arkan- 
sas flood sufferers. This amount should be 
placed at the disposal of Gov. Jones, who 
acts in conjunction with relief committee 
of Little Rock Board of Trade and Arkan- 
gas State Board of Trade. Prompt action 


is necessary. Delay means great distress, 
loss of life and property. 
“W. W. DICKINSON, 

President Little Rock Board of Trade.” 

The vice-presidents of the State Board of 
Trade are telegraphing to the Congressmen, 
adding their recommendations to-the above. 
It is believed that at least the amount re- 
quested will be apportioned out of the §250,- 
000 appropriation made by Congress for the 


relief of those who are sufferi from the 
results of the Mississippi overfl The ap- 
propriation will apply to the ed dis- 
tricts of Missouri, Arkansas, uisiana, 
Mississippi and Tennessee, and it is be- 


lieved that considering the vast amount of 
destitution which exists in this State, the 


amount asked is reasonable. ” 

The Littl Rock Relief Committee this 
morning sent provisions to Holly Grove, 
Monroe County, for the benefit of the suf- 
ferers in the Indian Bay District. This was 
done upon the recommendation of a com- 
mittee of Monroe County citizens consist- 
ing of Senator M. J. Manning, Sam Cohen, 
W. T. Washington and W. F. Branch, who 
held a consultation with the Relief Commit- 
tee. There are 25,000 acres of land inundat- 
ed and many families are in a very desti- 


tute condition. They have frequently suf-\ 


fered from a similar cause, but this is the 
first time that publile aid has been invoked 
since 1882.

ARKANSAS CITY, Ark., April 3.—The de- 
cline in the river to-day was the same as 
yesterday, while the back water is rapidly 
passing away.

DANGER AT HANNIBAL. © 


The Predicted Two-Foot Rise Will Re- 
sult in. Great Damage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

HANNIBAL, Mo., April 3.—The river be- 
tween this city. and Quincy now ranges in 
width from one to ten miles and it requires 
a vast influx to increase the heighth even 
one inch, but when a rise of eigth inches in 
twenty-four hours is recorded the volume of 
water is immense. The Government gauge 
at the bridge now registers 16 feet and 10 
inches, indicating a rise of nearly two feet 
during the past forty-eight hours. The 
water now lacks but two inches of being up 
to the danger line and will have reached it 
before Sunday morning. 

The levee that protects the Illinois bot- 
tom lands would, under favorable condi 
tions,, stand a twenty-foot rise, but om ac- 
count of the recent rains the levee has be- 
come so soft that it could not stand that 
stage at the present and the farmers enter- 
tain grave apprehensions. 

For the past two or three days they have 
been engag in hauling off their grain 
and removing their stock to places of safe- 
ty, and should the levee break they would 
be to some extent prepared for it, although 
the damage would be very great. 

For severa] hours to-day the wind blew 
a@ regular hurricane and the waves of the 
river were higher than ever before known. 
Boat houses were blown from their moor- 
ings, skiffs and flat boats were torn loose 
and much damage was done along the 
river. A report reached this city late this 
afternoon that a woman living in a boat 
house at Scipio, six miles north of here, 
fell into the river with a babe in her arms 
during the storm and that the babe was 
drowned. 

This afternoon a number of the Sni Island 
land owners held a agp J in this city 
and made arrangements to have the levee 
patrolled to prevent it from being cut. The 
water is already sweeping through the levee 
and it ils beginning to slough in many 
places. On the west side of the river the 
water is gradually spreading out and rising, 
so that the cellars as far up as Main street 
are beginning to fill. It is beginning to en- 
croach on the Hannibal and St. Joseph 
shops and has already reached the paint 
shops, and preparations are being made to 
move that department into the shed at the 
rear of the coach shop. The material and 
tools have been loaded into box cars #80 
that the move can be made at any time. 

The water is over the railroad tracks in 
many places, but not enough to interfere 
with the running of trains. A rise of two 
more feet, which is now predicte1, would 
result in great damage in this city.

LOUISIANA, Mo., April 3.—The Missis- 
sippi River is assuming flood proportions in 
this vicinity, having risen over one foot in 
twenty-four hours, the gauge now marking 
sixteen feet and one inch above low-water 
mark. The water has already covered the 
lowlands in this city, driving out several 
families from their homes. The fair 
grounds are under water. Salt River is now 
overfiowing fertile Mud Lick prairie, caus- 
ing the residents to seek higher ground with 
their stock.

IN THE NORTHWEST. 


Sioux Falls Cut Off From the Country 
on Three Sides. 


SIOUX FALLS, 8. D., April 3.—The storm 
continues over this part of the State and 
all streams are bank full, ‘while in many 
sections the prairie is covered with water 
for miles. Last night rain fell continu- 
ously and early this morning came a heavy 
thunder shower, the first of the season. A 
tremendous bolt of lightning awakened and 
startled the entire city. It struck the hot- 


house of Cass Broughton, dembDlishing the 
chimney, knocking off part of the roof, 
scattering the plaster about all of the 
rooms and setting fire to the house. The 
flames were subdued by the family after a 
fight, but much damage was done. Window 
giass, both commen and plate, was demol- 
ished by the shock in a hundred houses. 

The water In the Sioux has raised slight- 
ly, but reports from the north are to the 
effect that the flood caused by melting snow 

tween Watertown and Brookings is com- 
~ rapidly down the valley and to-morrow 
a heavy rise is expected here. This city is 
cut o from the country on the north, 
south and west, all roads ag impassable 
from washouts of bridges and flooded road- 
ways. The rain has ceased here, but the 
clouds are heavy and more precipitation is 
looked for. 


ABERDEEN, 8. D., April 3.—Heavy rain 
has fallen the entire day in this section 
and the flood situation is more serious. 
Nearly the entire west and south parts of 
the city are under water. The Wisconsin 
House is entirely surrounded by water and 
the occupants of the Becker House have 
been driven to its upper stories. A hun- 
dred householders have either been driven 
out or are living tn their upper rooms. 

Repo from the country districts are 
alarming. Hundreds of farm buildings are 
upder water, Stock is standing in water 
end hay and feed are exposed to the flood. 
No trains are moving in this vicinity. 


M’KINLEY INTERESTED. 


Another Special Bulletin Sent Out by 
the Weather Bureau. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 3.—The Pres- 
ident is showing great interest in the 
news of the floods in the West, and 
his sympathies have been aroused by sto- 
ries of the sufferings of unfortunates who 
have been driven from house and home 
by the rapid waters of the Mississippi. 

On his own initiative he can do little for 
them, but he intends to appeal at once to 
Congress to corfe to the relief of the suffer- 
ers. It was at first supposed that the 
passage by Congress last week of the joint 
resolution making immediately available 
$250,000 of the total appropriation made in 
the sundry civil appropriation bill for the 
improvement of the lower Mississippi River 
under the direction of the Mississippi River 
Commission would go far towards alleviat- 
ing the distress of the submerged sections. 

Now it has been discovered, however, that 
not a cent of this money can be applied le- 
gally to feeding or caring for the people 
starving and shivering along the banks of 
the rivers. Under the law the money is ap- 
propriated for the improvement of the river 
and can expended only for the preserva- 
tion of the levees and perhaps by a stretch 
oe Samotruction for the protection of prop- 
erty. 

To meet this exigency the President has 
determined to bring the unfortunate state 
of the people to the attention of Congress, 
trusting to that branch of the Government 
to provide means of relief. To this end he 
has made inquiries by telegraph of the Gov- 
ernors of the States where the floods prevail 
as to the extent of the floods and the needs 
of their at - 

These replies will serve as a basis for an 
application to Congress. 

ome time ago an order was issued by 
the Secretary of War detaching Capt. 
Fitch in charge of the river and harbor 
works alo the river Mississippi in the 
vicinity of emphis from that duty and 
sending him to New York.

A Murderess Is Given Up to Justice 
by Her Tenth Husband. 


CHICAGO, IIL, April 3.—Mrs. Ernestine 
Dunkey, living in the suburb of Melrose 
Park, was arrested this afternoon charged 
with the murder of Ernest Kuenth, an 


aged farmer of Meirose Park, in October, 
1892. The last seen of Kuenth alive was 
on the afternoon of Oct. 25, 1892, the night 
before the murder. The next day he was 
found dead, seated in a chair if his home 
with two great gashes in his head. A 
corn-knife and stove-poker attered with 
blood and hair lay near. The crime has 
been @ mystery and not even the falntest 
clew to the murderer was given until yes- 
terday, when a neighbor of Mrs.Dunkey in- 
formed the police that Herman Dunkey, 
the woman’s husband, had said she was 
guilty of the murder. 

Dunkey, through an _ interpreter, told 
Assistant State’s Attorney earson the 
following story to-day: 

“On October 26, 1892, my wife went away 
from our home on the South Side about 
8:30 o’clock in the morning. She remained 
all day, and it was long after midnight be- 
fore she returned. Her hair was hangin 
down and matted with some sticky stuff. 
I put my hand on her hair and my palm 
was stained with blood. There was blood 
on her dress. Her face was bruised and 
seratched and there were marks of fingers 
on her chin and throat. She told me she 
had had a terrible fight with a man, and 
tearing off her garments she burned them 
in a stove. The next day I picked up a 
German paper and read of the murder. 
When I read aloud she sprang from her 
chair with a scream. 

Don’t read!’ she cried. ‘I see 

I see him sitting in the chair. I 
see the blood flow down his face. And to 
think only $150. I thought he had mutch 
more. But at least never again will he 
prepote marriage to a woman and then 
reak his word.’ ”’ 

The principal evidence against the woman 
came from ther husband. She denies having 
any thing to do with the murder, although 
she admitted having been away from her 
home the night of the crime. 

She is a large, masculine appearing wom- 
an, and is said to have had nine husbands 
before she married Dunkey. She never ob- 
tained a divorce from the husband preced- 
ing Dunkey, ahd is not, therefore, his legal 
wife.

Sampson of Lenawee County. 

The Michigan Attorney General told Mr. 
Olcott that Gov. Pingree was present in 
the rooms and shared the responsibility for 
any remarks he made. Then he said that 
the State of Michigan apologized to the 
State of New York for the ill-advised and 
improper conduct of the officials of Lenawee 
County in releasing Christensen, and de- 
clared that the State of Michigan re- 
pudiated it. Then he asked if Mr. Olcott 
was going to give up Christensen. 

Mr. Olcott said that he did not know 
what Gov. Black was going to do about 
the matter, but that he had advised him 
not to do so. Christensen was a fugitive 
from justice, as he had been released from 
custody by the Michigan authorities after 
being turned over to thenf. Then Mr. Ol- 
cott asked on his part what the Michigan 
people were going to do about the requisi- 
tion for Sheriff Ferguson, who allowed 
Christensen to escape.

WILL GO TO COURT. 


Administrators Will Not Stand the Big 
University Tax. 


The “successive” tax, as devised by the 
Legislature to provide an endowment fund 
for the State University, is not only per- 
plexing the executors and trustees appoint- 

to admin'ster estates of deceased persons, 

ut Assessor Fredericks admits that he can- 

not understand why such an enormous tax 
should be assessed. 

The law provides that all property con- 
veyed by will to all persons other than the 
immed'ate relatives of the testator or that 
which Is given to charitable, educational or 
religious causes shall be subject to a tax 
of $5 for every $100 for $10.000 and $7.50 for 
each $100 in excess of $10,000. 

Mr. Fredericks has made several assess- 
ments in accordance with the new law, but 
he has been given to understand that the 
constitutionality of the statute will be test- 
ed in the courts.

CONFLICTING OPINIONS ABOUT 
THE ELECTION. 


HARRISON IS THE FAVORITE. 


Statements From the Three Candidates 
for Mayor and Leaders on 
All Sides. 


Political cannonading practically came to 
a close in both parties last night, and the 
leaders of the Republican, Democratic and 
Meriwether forces began figuring on re- 
sults. 

The Republican City Central Committee 
held a meeting behind closed doors yester- 
day afternoon and heard reports from every 
ward in the city. 

Chairman Kalbfell of the Republican 
City Committee, Henry Ziegenhelin and Tom 
Niedringhaus of the Republican side, be- 
lieve that if April 6 is a fine day 100,000 votes 
will be polled. They claim Ziegenhein will 
get 6,000 votes. 

Chairman Devoy of the Democratic City 
Executive Committee and Excise Commis- 
sioner Higgins believe that only 85,000 or 
90,000 votes Will be polled, and that Hami- 
son will have a neat plurality. 

Mr. Ziegenhein himself says he will get 
65,000 out of 100,000. 

Edwin Harrison does not pursue the poll- 
cy of “claiming the earth,”’ but predicts the 
success of the entire Democratic ticket. 

Dr. W. W. Boyd believes Harrison will 
win. 

Lee Meriwether says he will be elected. 
E. F. Greyson, Chairman of the Meriwether 
Executive Committee, predicts that 100,000 
votes will be polled, and that Meriwether 
will receive 4,000, Ziegenhein 36,000 and Har- 
rison 20,000, 

While all parties and factions are claiming 
victory, it is undeniable that the indications 
point to a victory for the regular®Demo- 
cratic ticket. 

The Post-Dispatch obtained statements 
yesterday afternoon from the various cam- 
paign chairmen and candidates, giving their 
views of the aituation as the battle lines 
were drawn Saturday night. 


The following statement was made by Mr. 
Harrison: 

As“the campaign draws to a close the 
indications point unmistakably to the suc- 
cess of the entire Democratic ticket at the 
approaching municipal election, The evi- 
dences of discontent and dissension in the 
Republican ranks are irrepressible. The 


| chief cause of the existence of a Civic Fed-

ADVANCED CHRISTIANS AWAIT 
FULFILLMENT OF PROPHECY. 


- 


REV. MR. CRANSHAW’S VIEWS. 


Dismemberment of the Turkish Em- 
pire Predicted and the Second Com- 
ing of Christ Not Far Off. 


Members of the Advanced Christian 
Church, conducted under the patronage 
of Mrs. Clara Ely, at Nineteenth and Mor- 
gan streets, are watching with more than 
ordinary interest the outcome of the con- 
flict between Turkey and Greece. 

Their sympathies are with Greece, yet not 
altogether from a humanitarian standpoint.” 
They have rather a curious spiritual inter- 
est in the issue that has stirred the depths 
of the diplomatic world. 

Being Advanced Christians they have be- 


liefs out of the common, and among these 
is an abiding faith in the fulfillment of the 
prophecies. 

Stronger even than their belief in divine 
healing is their perfect trust in the provi- 
dential guidance of human events in ac- 
cordance with the predicated word. 

During the week just past the congrega~ 
tion that worships in rs. Ely’s church— 
it is hers inasmuch as her private purse is 
responsible for its existence—have been 
treated to a series of discourses by a Rev. 
Mr. Cranshaw of Pittsburg, Pa. The gen- 
tleman has been notably successful in 
arousing his auditors. He has a magnetic 
voice and an insistent personality. 

Great as was his success in demonstrating 
the possibilities of divine healing, he made 
his greatest impression by his opening dis- 
course on the perpetual influence of Christ’s 
ministry. He appealed to the prophets to 
show how the divine dispensation was being 
carried out in the march of human events, 

“We read in the inspired writings,"’ he 
exclaimed, “that the day will come when 
the smallest of the nations of the earth 
shall bring about the universal warfare. In 
this dread conflict will come the oblitera- 
tion of the power of darkness, the nation 
of the Turk. The computations of the in- 
terpeters of the inspired writings have 
placed this period at the expiration of the 
year 1898. Already we see the foreshadow- 
ings of fulfillment. The Greeks, the 
smallest of the nations, are up in arms, 
fighting for the principles of Christianity. 
Their enemy is the Turk, the nation of 
Mohammed, the earthly representation of 
the Prince of Darkness.. All signs point 
to a universal warfare before the settle- 
ment of the Eastern question. The inevit- 
able outcome is the dismemberment of the 
Turkish Empire. 

“There is but one certain result to this. 
The Rothschilds hold Palestine in 
pawn. Already by reason of their mone- 
tary dominion, They are colonizing the 
Holy Land with Jews. When Turkey is 
dismembered they will claim their people’s 
country, and once more God’s chosen peo- 
ple will come into their own. 

“Follow the Gospels closely and you will 
see that this is the preliminary steps in 
the progression towards the millenium when 
Christ s reign will come again on earth. 

The time is not far off. Christ's second 
coming is within the-earthly sphere of 
many who are within the sound of my voice. 
How many are prepared to greet the 
Lamb?’’ ; 

That Mr. Cranshaw's words created a 
sensation is a needless declaration. The 
sermon has been the one topic of discus- 
sion among the frequenters of Mrs. Ely’s 
church. 

"hen Rev. Mr. Cranshaw was asked to 
explain his words by a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, he pleaded lack of preparation to 
gO into a detailed statement to substan- 
tiate his views. ‘“‘Acé@érding to the chrono- 
logical reckoning of the interpreters of 
the prophetic writings,’ he said. ‘1870 was 
the period set for the fall of the Romish 
denomination, That, event transpired. The 
next epoch falls, allowing for variations, 
in the year 1898. when the Ottoman Empire 
will be dismembered and the Jews will re- 
turn to Palestine. The next and greatest 
event Is the second coming of Christ. Thia. 
according to our belief and calculations, 
will occur about the year 1962. 

“Of course, you antic!pate the coming of 
anti-Christ. Some believe this to be a per- 
son, others a reign of evil over good. Ber. 
tainly, this is the day of evil. Look at the 
general corruption of society. See the spec- 
tacle of Christian nations firing upon the 
flag of a Christian nation in defense of the 
Turk. Surely this is the day of anti-Christ. 

“All advanced Christians look at the 
Graeco-Turkish conflict as the first step in 
the final fulfillment of the prophecies lead- 
ing up to the millenium.” 

Dr. Cranshaw’s views are faithfully held 
by his hearers during the week, though, like 
him, they are unable to lucidate them by 
mathematical or exegetical demonstration.” 

Clergymen of the Denominational and He- 
braic Churches, when told of Mr. Cran- 
shaw’'s prociotsenm dismissed them with a 
quizzical smile. 

Some have attempted by a species of 
prophetic divination to trace the workin 
out of all human events in consonance with 
the foreshadowing words of the inspired 
writers. 

Dr. Robert Shaw of this city has published 
a voluminous work entitled “Prophecies of 
Daniel and Revelation Developed in the His. 
tory of Christendom.’’ The purpose of the 
work is to show the fulfillment of the pro- 
phetic writings in history. Dr. Shaw’s 
method of proving all this is not so readily 
clear to the lay reader, but by a cabalistic 
employment of figures that would do honor 
to the inventor of the Shakspearean cipher 
he demonstrates that the Babylonian, 
Medo-Persian, Macedonian and Roman Em- 
pires rose and fell in strict chronologica] 
agreement with the words of the prophet 
Daniel. He follows along and shows how 
the Reformation happened along on time, 
as did Mahomet and Napoleon, 

The reverend author leads up to recent 
history by proving that 1870 was the time 
set for the end of the Roman Catholic 
domination. In that year the Pope lost 
his temporal power and the Pmperor of the 
French passed as a political wer. : 

Later adding 1,260 years, f o prophetic 

span, to 618, the date of Mohammed's teach- 
ing at Medina, we have 1878, the year of 
the treaty of Berlin, when the Turk was 
shorn of his independent sovereignty by 
the powers. 
Further than this, Rev. Mr. Shaw does 
not go, and, most disappointing of all, he 
fails to figure ahead. eccording to Rev. 
Dr. Shaw, the pape date for the dis. 
memberment of the Ottoman power oc- 
curred nearly tWenty years ago. This is 
in conflict with Rev. r. Cranshaw’'s, but 
both gentlemen allow that a decade either 
way is quite a possible mistake under their 
method of figuring.

WMATH'S SCALP, 


REPUBLICAN COUNCILMAN MAK- 
ING AN OPEN FIGHT. 


AND HE GIVES HIS REASONS. 


If McMath Had Not Accused Him of 
Treachery He Might Have Been 
Easy on Him. 


There is trouble ahead for Robert E. Mc- 
Math, president of the Board of Public Im- 
provements and candidate for re-election 
on the Republican ticket. 

A strong element in his own party is 
making a fight on him and using every 
means to insure his defeat. 

The leader of the Republican opposition 
to McMath is Councilman George P. 
Heckel. Heckel has announced his unalter- 
ablé opposition to McMath and says he will 
work until the polls close on election day 


to defeat him. 
To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. Heckel 


said yesterday: 
“I opposed McMath before the convention 


and fought nim in the primaries. When 
the convention nominated him to succeed 
himself I fell in line. with the party and 
would have been suppurting McMath to- 
day were it not for the fact that he stated 
publicly that I had been —— him since 
the convention. ‘Now that he has thrown 
down the gauntlet I will take it up and 
make him regret that he accused me of 
treachery. 
“From now on I will fight him ont: 
“T will fight McMath because as a public 
officer he hes shown that he favored cer- 
tain monopolies. He has shown himself in- 
competent and stated before the City Hall 
Investigation Committee that he did not 
consider himself competent to construct @ 
building like the new City Hall. 
“‘McMath has had at his disposal for two 
years a new City Hall fund of $300,000. All 
he accomplished during that time was the 
letting of contract or plastering the 
building. Before letting this contract Mc- 
Math asked the Council for permission to 
appoint a corps of assistants. His request 
was granted and he appointed a consulting 
architect at $3,000 a‘year, an inspector at 
$2,400 a year, and six assistants at $1,200 a 
ear each. 
ye eThis ‘corps of assistants’ has cost the 
taxpayers of St. Louis $12,000 a year, and all 
it has done was to let one $49,000 contract. 
“A good deal has beeen said and written 
about McMath’s preference for vitrified 
brick as a paving. material. He has other 
preferences quite as strange to the ordi- 
nary observer. 
“Within the next twelve months the 
eople of St. Louis will find out why Me- 
Math favored the Keyes bill and was op- 
posed to the building of a public conduit. 
“The conduit bill now in force was drawn 
up by McMath's attorney, William  B. 
‘Thompson. who is also attorney for the 
Edison LIlluminating Company. When it 
was first introduced it provided that the 
company awarded the contract for city 
lighting should give bond in the sum of 


, 000. 

“This bond was s0 excessive that it was 
apparent that no local company except the 
Edison could Ey with it. The Council 
reduced the bond to $100,000, but this was not 
done at Mr. McMath’s request. In fact he 
opposed the reduction. 

“The specifications for cit 
sued by the Board of Public Improvements 
are calculated to freeze out all companies 
except the Edison and the St. Louls Light 
and Power Nev menage & which are one and 
will be one before the time to let the con- 
tract arrives. 

“Only thirty —_ remain in which to file 
bids. tt is mora ly certain that all bids 
wlll be rejected and the letting of contracis 
will be deferred. Then if McMath is re- 
elected the whole farce. will gone 
through again, and it will be fully a year 
before the contract is let.”

UPPER RIVERS ARE BOOMING. 


Rains in the Missouri Valley Not So 


Heavy as#xpected, But There 
Are Signs of More. 


There will be @ flood at St. Louis. 
Whether the high water mark of 182— 
thirty-six feet— will be reached, depends 
entirely upon the rainfall in the Missouri 
and Mississippi Valleys. In sections the pre- | 
cipitation was heavy yesterday, and it ma 
be Monday before the exact state of affairs 
is known at the Weather Bureau. 

Acoording to old river men and the Gov- 
ernment officials, the Missouri is more to 
be feared than the Father of Waters. The 
latter is already bank full and the water 
that comes from the snows of the North- 
west must be taken into account, in addi- 
tion to what comes from the small trib- 
utary streams. The Missouri! was rising last 
night, but there will be no river reports re- 
ceived at St. Louis before to-morrow morn. 
ing, so it is impossible to estimate the ex- 
tent of the fiood that wil emerge from 
that etream. 

The following warning was issued by the 
St. Louls Weather Bureau Saturday: 

“The river at St. Léeuis will continue to 
rise. More rain is indicated in the Missis- 
sippi and the Missour! watersheds Satur- 
Gay afternoon and night, and it now looks 
as if the danger line of 30 feet will be reached 
at St. Louis within two days. 

“Persons having property interests which 
can be ted by a stage of 81 or 32 feet, 
or less, thin three days, are advised to 
- protect them. While this stage may not be 
reached by that time, it is fairly probable 
that it will. 

“The Missour! and the upper Mississippi 
will coontinue to rise, and the danger lines 
will be reached on the latter river from Keo- 
kuk south within two days. 

“Warnings have also been gent to all 
points on the Mississippi from Keokuk to 
Gt. Louis to prepare for a further rise of 
about two feet. 

“Tt is impossible Saturday to closely esti- 
mate the amount of rise on account of the 
rain which will fall Saturday and possibly 
Bunday.”’ 

The office of the Weather Bureau in the 
Fefieral building wa’ hot open last evening, 


Western Union Telegraph office from 7 
o'clock until 8 None of the bulletins re- 
ceived by him told the stages of water, 
but they were devoted to the rainfall and 


News from points along the Missouri 
showed that the rainfall had not been as 
heavy es expected, but the weather had 
not cleared and a further precipitation Is 

expected to-day. 

The surprise came in the shape of re- 
ports from below. At Memphis 1.18 inches 
of rain had fallen, and at Little Rock 1.20. 
This showed that the main part of the 
storm, which started in Texas and was 
over Kansas Saturday morning, had moved 
to the south instead of the north of B8t. 
Louis. This will bring up the Arkansas 
River and increase the seriousness of the 
situation in the South. 

The fact that the rainfall was not heavy 
in the Missouri Valley yesterday does not 
alter Observér Frankenfield's prediction 
that the river will go above 30 feet. 

The gauge last night at 6 o'clock marked 
28.4 feet and the river is still rising slowly. 
It is expected that the advance of the 
waters will be more rapid to-morrow, and 
Monday morning will see the danger line

ALONG THE LEVEE. 


Merchants Busy Preparing for Expect- 
ed High Water. 


The busiest place in St. Louis yesterday 
was along the Levee. Everywhere, from 
Baden to Carondelet, bustle and activity 
prevailed, as men moved their possessions 
back from the encroaching waters., 

Slowly but surely the river crept up, 
snatching and whirling into ite swift cur- 
rent everything that was not secured, as 
if it mocked the laborers to deprive it of 
its prey. 

From Cass to Chouteau avenue an army 
of men was employed saving property. 
Lumber, barrels and boxes were removed 
from the crown of the levee, where they 
were put during the day, to the* curb- 
stone and pavement. This precaution 
against loss was deemed sufficient. 

When the Post-Dispatch announced the 
prediction of a flood the effect was almost 
instantaneous. The curbs were for tte 
. most part cleared, goods being moved to 
yet higher ground; freight cars loaded with 
merchandise were pulled away from the 
danger line, and in the lower sections prep- 
arations were made to move out. 

During the afternoon the water crept 
within a very fw feet of the Missouri 
Pacific tracks nor® of Lucas avenue and 
south of Rutger street. Merchants having 
goods in cars at. the Iron Mountain depot, 
Plum street and Levee, made haste to place 
them out of harm’s way, and for three 
hours the Plum street yard was literally 
blockaded ‘with drays and other heavy ve- 
hicles. 


At 2 o'clock the platform was stacked 
high with goods, at 5 scarcely a box re- 


mained. The railroad people, however, re- 
fused to reccgnize danger and the shifting 
of cars went on uninterrupted. This work 
will not be stopped until the fire boxes are 
flooded. 

Almost simultaneous with the report of 
Ganger from fiood a stiff gale struck the 
section below Chouteau avenue. The St. 
Louis and Mississippi Valley Transporta- 
tion Co.’s steamer Harvester was moored 
at the foot of Rutger street. When the 
wind struck it one of the lines broke and 
the boat was blown up on the levee. The 
forward lines held fast, however, and no 
serious damage was done. In a few hours 
the vessel was out in deeper water again. 

A miniature whirlwind struck the plat- 
form of the Peper Cotton Compress Co., 
near Convent street, sending the tarpaulins 
and the levee cotton they covered high into 
the air. The coverings were secured, and 
the loss to the company is trivial. ° 

Recognizing the gravity of the adtuation, 
the wharf-boats were guarded last night 
by an increased force. As the water rises 
the boats are moved up, in many instances 
their gang planks resting wear the raiiroad 
tracks. Most of the freight was removed 
during the afternoon and evening, so that, 
but little merchandise was exposed. 

Shortly before 6 o'clock, as the reports 
from above became more alarming, the cap- 
tains of the various craft in the harbor or- 
dered fires made and a sufficient amount of 
steam maintained to move the boats at a 
moment’s notice. Heavy drift was hugging 
the banks, and the danger to hulls was 
constantly increasing. Added to this a stiff 
wind.sprung up from the southeast, with 
the consequent tendency to urge the boats 
farther ashore. 

From noon to 6 o’clock there was a con- 
stant crowd about the river gauge south of 
Eads Bridge. As the advances were noted, 
messengers would be sent to interested 
property owners. 

In all of the buildings facing the river 
having eub-cellars water has backed in, and 
in some establishments it reaches a depth of 
six feet. This is entirely seepage, coming 
up through the sewers. Movable property 
has been placed on upper floors, where it 
was possible, but the small merchants oc- 
cupying rooms facing the levee generally 
placed their wares in such position they 
coula be moved at fifteen minutes’ notice. 
A few of these were found who felt, in the 
language of one littie girl, “It is a long 
time yet before it comes,”’ and have made 
arrangements to receive the water. 
Patrolmen from the districts bordering on 
the river yesterday afternoon warned every- 
body along the water front of a five-foot 
rise, but those who would heed such a 
warning had already prepared for high 
water and on those inclined to scoff it had no 
effect. 

In the large concerns having establish- 
ments on the east side of Commercial street 
every hand was pressed into service remov- 
ing goods from the cellars and sub-cellars 
to higher flooms. In many houses, where 
the water has backed up, machinery is 
stationed im the cellars, and if the promised 
raise comes, they will have to suspend 
work for the time being. But little loss 
from ruction or carrying away of prop- 
erty will occur among these houses. The 
flour, hides, vinegar, salt, etc., stored in 
low places will be entirely removed by to- 
night. 

Where there are no sub-cellars or sewers 
the water will have to come in from above 
to do any damage. 

In the business portion of the city but 
slight damage clin oceur under a thirty- 
foot stage. If the “prediction of thirty- 
three feet is fulfilled, nearly every build- 
ing along the river bank wil? have deep 
water in the floor fronting the levee.

SERIOUS GRIEVANCE AGAINST 
THE GREAT POWERS. 


SOME PROMISES NOT KEPT. 


Insurgents Induced to Leave a Safe 
Position, Then Fired On by 
the Turks. 


CANEA, Crete, April 8.—Admiral Cane- 
varo, the Italian Admiral In command of 
the fleets of the Powers, yesterday author- 
ized the insurgents and their families to 
quit the Akrotisi peninsata and proceed itn- 
land, where they would be in a better posi- 
tion to obtain food supplies than on the 
heights of Akrotisi. Confiding in this auth- 
orization the insurgents and their families, 
driving their cattle, descended from the 
heights of Akrotisi with the intention of 
moving inland. As soon as they reached 
the plain, however, fire was opened upon 
{them at a range of 200 yards by 2,000 Bashi 
Bazouks. The Turkish force was largely 
composed of refugees from the garrison of 
Selino, who in spite of the promise made to 
the representatives of the Powers have 
been rearmed by the Turkish Governor. As 
soon as the Bashi Bazouks began firing on 
the insurgents the latter returned the fire 
and killed some of their assailants. 

The international forces did not take a 
step to prevent this collision, which might 
have resulted in the massacre of large num- 
bers of women and children, to say noth- 
ing of the insurgents, og had moved from 
a practically impregnable position down to 
an exposed plain, in the belief that the for. 
eign Admirals had guaranteed them a safe 
passage across the plains to the hills in. 
land where the Bashi Bazouks would not 
dare to follow them. The foreign warships 
in Suda Bay did not fire a shot to check the 
onslaught, although it was impossible for 
the officers to be ignorant of the fact that 
fighting was in progress around the band 
which had left the fastnesses of Akrotisi 
to all intents and purposes under the guar- 
antee of the great Powers of Europe. 

Finally when it was no longer possible 
to ignore the attack of the Bashi-Bazouks, 
orders were sent to the International forces 
ashore to proceed to the disarmament of 


the Turks. These instructions, however, 
“were sent too late to be of avail. 


After the fighting a force of British sailors 
was landed to hold the Mussulmans in 
check. The latter are known to have lost 
heavily and already fifty killed and wounded 
have been brought here. All the Mussul- 
mans on reaching the fortified lines outside 
the town coming back from the fight were 
disarmed by the Italian sailors and gen- 
darmes. The disarming of the Mussulmans 
greatly incensed ail of their co-religionists 
in town and they began assembling in large 
numbers in the main public square. 

Orders had just been given to the for- 
eign warships to fire om the Bashi Bazouks 
when Maj. Borand and two Italian officers 
were seen on the Akrotici hills with Tewfik 
Pasha. They succeeded in persuading the 
Bashi Bazouks to return to this city. 

A lieutenant left here this morning for 
Platania to bring back a number of Turkish 
prisoners, The latter, however, refused to 
leave Col. Vassos’ camp. 


ELASSON, Macedonia, April 3—A war 
correspondem representing the Associated 
Press has arrived at the Turkish head- 
quarters here. The Turks are in splendid 
condition and intensely eager for a fight. 
Edheim Pasha, commander of the Turkish 
troops, has stopped the dispatch of any 
further reinforcements, as he regards the 
forces under his command as ample to deal 
with the Greeks. He could concentrate 
over 80,000 men on the Greek frontier in 
the vicinity of Elasson within five hours. 
Everything is ready so that all the forces 
could advance within an hour after the 
receipt of instructions to do so. There hav- 
ing been many stories circulated regarding 
the scarcity of food in the Turkish camps 
fand the alleged bad quality of the pro- 
visions eupplied to the Sultan’s soldiers, 
the correspondent made it a point to per- 
sonally examine these supplies. He found 
them"to be plentiful and of excellent qual- 
‘ty. After tasting the food the correspond- 
ent has no hesitation in saying that the 
rations supplied here are superior to 
those which were supplied to the Egyptian 
troops which took part in the expedition 
to Dongola last year. 


LONDON, April 3.—It is just a month 
since the so-called concert of the Powers 
threatened the blockade of Crete, which has 
proved quite ineffectual, being continually 
evaded, and to-day the anarchy in Crete 
and the confusion in European councils are 
worse than before. The replies: of the Par- 
liamentary Secretary for the Foreign Office, 
Mr. Curzon, to inquiries on the subject, 
show it t@ be by no means certain that all 
the powers have actually agreed to block- 
ade the Greek ports. The latest news indi- 
cates that France and Italy are still ad- 
verse to this course. The fact is that the 
Powers’ distrust of each other reduces them 
to impotence. None of them wants a gen- 
eral war, nobody being able to foresee what 
its eventual result would be. 

It is believed that Russia and Germany, 
ahd perhaps Austria, want @ localized war, 
hoping that Turkey, being victorious, will 
lay Greece at the mercy of European dicta- 
tion. In the meantime the two combatants, 
as well as the Powers, hesitate to incur the 
odium of commencing the hostilities. Ger- 
many’s attitude in setting on the other pow- 
ers, while herself abstaining from any ac- 
tive share in the struggle, is universally 
condemned as disgraceful. Russia is evi- 
dently playing her own game and, while 
willing to send to Crete whatever troops 
the other powers suggest, hopes that the 
blockade of Grece will incite the Greeks to 
hostile acts on the frontier, something 
that seems to be extremely probable, as the 
King of Greece stoutly maintains his origi- 
nal determination and the Premier, M. 
Delyannis, declares that nothing will pre- 
vent war if the Powers persist in refusing 
their consent to the union of Crete and 
Greece. Russia is confident that Greece 
will lose the first battle and that Bulgaria 
and Servia will not move except at Russia's 
order. The Admirals of the foreign fleets 
in Cretan waters continue dally asking for 
definite instructions from their respective 
Governments, They have urgently advised

Mr. Gladstone has written another letter 
on Cretan affairs and with reference to the 
concert of Europe. He says the attitude of 
the Powers recalls the days of Castlereagh 
and Metternich, when Greece was unable to 
buy armaments in Europe on credit, while 
Turkey had no difficulty whatever in doing 
so. It is said that Greece will try to raise 
an internal loan of 1,000,000 pounds. 

The reports that Greek insurgents have 
already crossed the Macedonian frontier 
turn out to be incorrect. 

A well informed diplomat at Vienna de- 
clares that some of thé'Powers are deter- 
mined to maintain the Blockadd of Greece 
if that nation declares war, and thus de- 
prive her of one of her most formidable 
means of attack. 

A report from Athens says that a son of 
Admiral Harris, the British commander in 
Cretan waters, has arrived there as a vol- 
unteer. 

It is understood that Russia has stopped 
Turkey’s negotiating to sell the Island of 
Crete to Greece by a threat to occupy Ana- 
tolia if the negotiations are persisted in. 


PARIS, April 3.—The Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, M. Hanotaux, replying to a question 
in the Chamber of Deputies to-day, sald it 
was only a fortnight since he divulged the 
Government's proposed course in Cretan af- 
fairs, and in view of the immensity and com- 
plexity of the interests involved, the lapse 
of time had been too short to accomplish 
much. He added that he did not see cause 
to reproach the powers for conducting such 
delicate matters in a spirit of prudence and 
moderation. At the present moment the 
programme presented to the Chamber was 
in course of execution. Autonomy had been 
proclaimed and had not been so badly re- 
ceived by the Cretans as reported. The 
conditions prevailing in the island were 
largely exaggerated. 

Alluding to the possibility of an outbreak 
of war between Greece and Turkey, M. 
Hanotaux said that while the situation on 
the Thessalian frontier was full of anxiety, 
it was alleviated by the promises of both 
Turkey and Greece to abstain from taking 
the offensive. The Powers have not been 
sparing in their warnings to the two coun- 
tries on that subject. He sald the Powers 
were still planning ‘the blockade of Greece, 
They were in full accord on this subject, 
and were determined to prevent events from 
developing into a fracture of the general 
peace. This was the main object of the 
Powers. They had succeeded in attaining 
it up to the present, and he expressed the 
hope that they would be able to maintain it 
to the end, and that the conflict to be 
dreaded by everyone would be averted. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, April 3.—The last 
six survivors of the Red Crescent Society 
met to-day for the first time since the 
Russo-Turkish war of 1877-78, for the pur- 
pose of organizing a service for the relief 
of the sick and wounded in the event of an 
outbreak of war between Turkey and 
Greece, which is believed to be imminent.

C. E. AKERS SAYS WE HAVE AN 
ARMENIA AT OUR DOOR. 


WEYLER AN INSANE TYRANT. 


Insurgent Leaders May Be Killed 
Every Day; but the Supply Is 
Inexhaustible. 


. 


NEW YORK, April 4—C. EB Akers, who 
has for two years been the London Times 
correspondent at Havana, has a four-col- 
umn letter in the World in which he de- 
clares that the worst horrors of Crete and 
Armenia are equaled by Spanish barbari- 
ties in Cuba, and that it is the moral duty 
of the United States to stop the war. He 
says: 

“The end of the dry season is now at 
hand and Spain has accomplished little 
toward the pacification of Cuba. Certain 
gains have most certainly .fallen to the 
Spaniards, the death of Maceo in Decem- 
ber and the capture of Ruis Rivera a few 
days ago being the most notable. But at 
what cost has the campaign been carried 
on? 

“The properties of Del Rio and Havana 
and large portions of Matanzas and Santa 
Clara are one staring mass of cinders. 
Desolation and extermination meet the eye 
at every point. 

‘“Under these circumstances I do not 
think the death of this or that leader can 
bring victory, any nearer to the Spanish 
arms. Where one such man as Rivera is 
lost to the insurgents a hundred spring up 
to take his place. 

“The only object in view is to keep the 
country fin such a condition of unrest as 
to make imperative the presence of an 
enormous army of occupation. Small 
parties of fifty or 100 men _ scattering 
throughout the island can do this more 
effectively than a concentrated force of 
20,000 or 30,000 men, upon which the Spanish 
Commander-in-Chief could at once mass 
greater numbers, equipped with superior 
armament. 

“Gen. Weyler’s policy of extermination 
and devastation is nothing short of the 
almost ingane working of an ignorant and 
completely unbalanced mind. To kill 
peaceful people on the technicality that 
they have neglected to obey the order to 
jeave their homes and take up their resi- 
denc® in some town where fo means of 
subsistence exists is inexcusable. 

“The rebels can get food enough to live 
on for another ten years if necessary, while 
the cattle alone now roaming wild in the 
different districts will supply the insur- 
gents with beef for at least a couple of 
years to come. 

‘“rhe Object of Weyler’s present policy 's to 
exterminate the Cubans—a people composed 
of some 1,200,000 whites and 500,000 negroes, 
or of mixed blood. To kill every peaceful 
male inhabitant of the country is one of 
Weyler’s methods, and to drive the women 
and children into the towns to die of hunger 
is another. 

“Not in one single case since Consul- 
General Lec assumed the duties of the Ha- 
vana Consulate have any prisoners been 
accorded the privileges they are entitied to 
under the Spanish-American treaty and prv- 
tocols. Gen. Lee states that his efforts to 
obtain the full treaty rights for Americans 
were invariably thwarted by instructions 
emanating from Mr. Olmey in Washington.

ON THE THAMES COURSE. 


YANKEE IN EACH 9F THE CREWS 


Dark Blue for the Eighth Successive 


Time Shows Her Superiority —~ 
in the Rowing Shells. 


PUTNEY, Pngland, April 3.—The fifty- 
fourth annual boat race between crews 
representing the Universities of Oxford 
and Cambridge was rowed to-day over the 
wsual course, from Putney to Mortlake, a 
distance of four and one-quarter miles. 
Oxford won by barely two lengths. The 
time was 19 minutes 12 seconds. 

Oxford has now won thirty-one out of the 


fifty-four races rowed and has been the 
winner eight years !n succession. 

The weather was bad for boating, the sky 
Was overcast, the wind was gusty, some 
rain fell just before the start, and the at- 
mosphere was raw and cold. The betting 
was 65 to 1 on Oxford.

It was expected that there would be an 
unusual amount of interest in to-day’s race 
throughout the United States, as it was the 
firat time since the beginning of this series 
of contests, in 1829, that an American has 
rowed in each boat. J. D. De Knopp of New 
College, Oxford, who is from Albany, N. Y., 
rowed bow for the Dark Blues, and B. H. 
Howell, of Trinity Hall, Cambridge and 
New York City, was No. 4 in the boat for 
the light blues. 

The start was fixed for 2:15 o’clock, an 
hour and a quarter before high water. At 
2 o'clock the wind had freshened and was 
piercing cold, promising to be at the back 
of the crews the whole way, and making 
it possible that the record time might be

H. Gold, the Oxford stroke, and W. J. 
Fernie, the Cambridge stroke, just before 
the race said their crews were In the most 
fit condition for the contest. The Cam- 
bridge men were the first to embark, having 
won the toss. They chose the Middlesex 
side of the river. 

The start was made at 2:% o'clock. Wil- 
lan effected an admirable start. Fernie of 
Cambridge got off the mark sharper than 

Gold of Oxford, and at the Dukeshead, 
Cambridge, a minute after the start, had 
the nose of their boat in front. The light 
blues were pulling thirty-six to the minute, 
while Oxford was striking thirty-four, with 
the long, clean pull so characteristic of 

the 1897 Oxford crew. It soon began to 
tell, and at Claspers, Oxford was a quar- 
ter of a length ahead, and was soon halfa 
length in the lead, which was never de- 
creased. 

At Walden's, Oxford's men were rowing 

well within their strength and pulling in 
the most admirable form. They passed 
the Crabtree wharf three-qtlarters of a 
ag length to the gogd..Abreast of Harrogs 
"(the soap works), Fernie of Cambridge, 
who was well supported, spurted and suc- 
ceeded in slightiy reducing the dark blue’s 
lead, though Oxford was rowing in the 
most perfect form, which could not be 
said of Cambridge. 

Oxford shot Hammersmith bridge a 

length ahead amid uproarious cheers from 
the dark blue partisans on both banks. 
There Cambridge began to feel] the effect 
of the Oxford wash and at the lead mills, 
the other side of Hammersmiths bridge, 
the race was practically over. Gold was 
coming right away and leaving the Cam- 
bridge boat as if it were standing still. 
..At the Doves, one mile, seven furlongs 
and sixty yards from the start, Oxford 
was rowing 33 and Cambridge was og 
$2 with the dark blues increasing their lea 
' to three lengths at Barnes bridge, where 
Oxford was still 'n perfect form, It was 
obvious that Cambridge had enough of it. 
Bome of the light blues were palpably dis- 
tressed. 
At Barnes bridge, Fernie called for a final 
effort and for a time the Cambridge crew 
gained on their rivals. Oxford, however, 
without unduly spurting, passed the judges’ 
boat oany winners by a bare two lengths 
and in the second best time in which the 
race has been rowed-over this course. 

The best time made was in 1893, when Ox- 
ford won by one length and four feet in 
18 minutes, 47 seconds. The dark blue crew 
won by less than a third of a length last 
year in 20 minutes 4 seconds. 

Far back in 1829 the first race was rowed 
and the victory was won by Oxford over a 
two and a quarter mile course from Ham- 
fiton back to Henley Bridge. Seven years 
later the second race was pulled off, and 
on that occasion Cambridge won a minute 
over a course from Westminster to Putney. 
The three races following, rowed in 1839, ’40 
and ‘41 were won by Cambridge and Oxford 
did not win her second victory until 1842. 

In the subsequent years Oxford won 
twenty-eight and Soggy: eighteen of 
the races, the contest in 1877 having resulted 
in a dead heat. 

The course selected in 1845 was from Put- 
ney to Mortlake, and Cambridge won by 
haif a minute. The time was 23:30. The 
next year outrigged eight oared shells were 
used for the first time and Cambridge won 
by two lengths. In 1849 the crews met twice 
end each scored one victory, that of Ox- 
ord being secured on a foul. 

In 1856 the races became annual and have 
been rowed without|a break ever since.: In 
1867 the present style boats without keels 
were used for the first time, and Oxford 
won by % seconds. In 1873, the sliding 
seat, now considere@ indispensable, was iirst 
tried.

Important Changes in the Rules 


Which Fans Must Heed. 
The first qualification of a baseball fan is 
a knowledge of scoring. To watch a game 


and grow warm about it without keeping a 
detailed and accurate account of every piay 
and misplay is possible, of course, but no 


fan of standing does it, says a writer in 
the Syracuse Courier. It is a matter of 
pride with every observer, whether he is 
quiet and undemonstrative, cool, collected 
and pessimistic, or obstreperous and lung 
bursting, that his score book shall be kept 
strictly according to rule. Every play that 
the Brains of the Game, as “Sandy” Griffin 
calls the National Rules Committee, de- 
mands shall be kept, he keeps. No two scor- 
ers keep score in precisely the same way, 
to be sure; but no matter—the results are 
the same, 

The Brains of the Game—by courtesy— 
have tossed precedent overboard this year 
and gathered in new riffraff enough to put 
old score books into the Bohn library of 
ancient history. That which has been done 
before this year is left undone and a 
great deal more that has been left undone 
must be done. 

The important changes are in the stolen 
base and earned run rules. 

All the pleasure that has come from nice 
discrimination about scoring stolen bases 
ig gone. A stolen base will be scored this 
year when the steal is pure and clean as 
the driven snow—none else. Steals on long 
sacrifices, on put outs at other bases, 
double bases on single hits, are rubbed 
off the board. The nice points have been 
blunted by The Brains. The way to steal 4 
base this year is to steal; if the theft is 
covered with a vestige of dirt there is no 
indictment by the jury of scorers. This is 
the charge of The Brains. The only excep- 
tion is made where it should not have been

While these changes take away from the

SHRINKING CITY REVENUES. 


There’s That $4,102 to Begin With, 
Then a Woeful Falling Off in 
Tax Receipts. 


While Henry Ziegenhein, Republican can- 
@idate for Mayor, is swinging round the 
circle soliciting the suffrages of St. Louls 
tax-payers, he will have a splendid oppor- 
tunity to tell, if he knows, what became of 
that mysterious $4,102. 

Whether he will avatl himself of this gold- 
en opportunity remaina to be seen. 

If he knows whaf became of the money 
the public has a right to demand an ex- 
planation before giving him its support for 
the highest municipal office in its gift. If 
he grasps the other horn of the dilemma 
and says he doesn't know, there may be 
voters inquisitive enough to ask why he 
doesn't know. 

Whatever may be said of the disappear- 
ance of the $4,102, it must be remembered 
that Henry Ziegenheln was acquitted of al. 
complicity. in the transaction. In fact, no. 
body ever believed that an immensdy 
wealthy man like Mr. Ziegenhein would 
lend his aid to the theft of a paltry $4,102. 

But there is another point of view from 
which Henry Ziegenhein as a public official 


* does not appear in so favorable a light. 


Granting that he knew nothing of the 
theft, and accepting as true his statement 
that he has never been able to learn what 
became of the money, it would appear that 
Mr. Ziegenhein as a public officeholder is an 
“easy boss.’ If as City Collector he can be 
Bo duped by his underlings that money can 

stolen almost under his eyes, without 
his knowledge, and the theft so carefully 
covered that he has been unable during 
four years in the same office to unravel the 
mystery, there seems no reason to believe 
that he will be able to prevent similar acts 
if elected Mayor. 

The history of the check for $4,102 is briefly 
as follows: 

In September, 1893, the Anheuger-Busch 
Brewing Association received a notice from 
Collector Zeigenhein’s office that their man- 
ufacturers’ and merchants’ license tax for 
1898-1894 was overdue. The amount due ex- 
clusive of the school tax was $4,102. The 
econstitutionality of a law increasing the 
eee tax law was being tested at the 

me. 

On Bept. 17, 1898, Secretary and Treasurer 
Eugene Muehlmann of the Anhéuser-Busch 
company made out a check for $4,102 to cover 
the manufacturers’ and merchants’ license 
and forwarded it to the Collector’s office 
through a clerk named John Schmetdje. 
Adolphus Busch was then in Europe. 

Schmetdje reported to Mr. Muehlemann 
that he had presented the check at the Col- 
lector’s office but that the superintendent 
refused to give him the license saying it 
would be sent to the firm as soon as the 
constitutionality of the school] tax law had 

n determined. 

On March 24, 1894, shortly after the school 
tax law had been declared constitutional, 

ssistant Comptroller Gabel called on Col- 
ector Ziegenhein to learn what licenses 
were still outstanding. Mr. Ziegenhein, after 
consulting the superintendent, told Mr. Ga- 
bel that $5,000 or $6,000 was still due. 

A few days later an attache of the Col- 
lector’s office called on Adolphus Busch 
who had t returned, from. 
told him the firm's license tax ‘ ; 
Busch figured out his taxes at the regular 
rate gent ac k for $5,578 td Collector 

legenhein on March 31, thus paying his 
cense tax a second time. 

At the Collector's office it was found that 
he had made a mistake of $100 in favor of 
the city. That amount was sent back to 
him at once, but nothing was said about’ 
the check for $4,102. 

About this time gross irregularities in the 
Collector's office were unearthed. The Post- 
Dispatch showed that 250 saloonkeepers had 
not been called upon to pay their Ncenses 
for 1893-04. The police made an investiga- 
tion and verified these figures. It was 
found that a number of other establish- 
ments had not paid for their licenses, among 
them being a buggy manufacturing concern, 
of which Collector Ziegenhein was a direc- 
tor. The facts were brought to the notice 
of the Grand-jury and it was proven to that

When the Grand-jury's investigation of 
the Collector's office had been completed 
without substantial results in the way of 

rosecution of the ties indicted, Mr. 

uehimann made a last attempt to effect 
a settiement. He called at the Collector's 
office and got #o little satisfaction that he 
ecided to place the facts before the Grand- 
ury. 

There Was another investigation and on 
June 25, 186, the Grand-jury returned in- 
dictments against Collector Ziegenhein and 
his superintendent, Carl Ungar, charging | 
them with embezzling public fund. 

Ziegenhein'’s case came up for trial before 
Judge Green on July 17, 1894, and lasted 
three days. 

The defense endeavored to prove that the 
check was not turned in at the Collector's 
office in payment of the firm's license tax, 
but that it was presented at the cashier's 
window and cashed by Cashier Link of the 
Collector's office. This could have been 

roven if true by Cashier Link or Clerk

As a result of the popular clamor agains 
the rottenness of the Collector's administra- 
tion the office of Excise Commissioner was 
appointed. It was a a fact that 
within a comparatively short time after the 
ower to issue and collect taxes on saloon 
ficenses was taken away from the easy 
collector nearly 1,000 saloonkeepers suddenly 
discovered that they could not afford to pay 
the prescribed license tax and went out of 
business. ] 

Yet with the number of saloons greatly 
decreased the Excise Commissioner during 
his term of four years collected $600, 000 
more of saloon license revenue than Col- 
lector Ziegenhein had collected from the 
game source during the preceding four 
years. « 

The extent to which the dramshop license 
collections made by the Excise Commis- 
sioner. during his term of office exceeded 
those made & Collector Ziegenhein during 
a corresponding period is shown by the 
following figures from the official report 
of Excise Commissioner Bell, submitted to 
Gov. Stephens on Feb. 19 last. 

The total increase of the city revenue 
(with several hundred less saloons) for the 
four years is $623,941.34, making the yearly 
average increase $155,985.3344.

Another irregularity that has recently 
come to light has to do with the real es- 
tate dealers’ taxes. Real estate firms are 
supposed to pay $100 a year license tax. Last 
year this tax was paid by 135 firms, the 
revenue derived amounting to $13,500. This 
year only forty real estate dealers have 
paid their license tax, and only $4,000 has 
wen into the city treasury from this source. 

hese facts were brought to light in the 
City Council during the week before last 
when a bill was considered to lower the real 
estate license tax from $100 a year to $25 a 
year. Figures showing the discrepancy be- 
tween last year’s collection and this year’s 
were cited during the debate, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to determine the cause 
of the variance. Chairman Ives of the com- 
mittee is out of town, and as the com- 
mittee has done nothing, it is not thought 
it will report until after the election, if ever. 

A large number of real estate men have 
been permitted to defer the payment of their 
licenses until the Council bill is ‘disposed of. 
If it is passed during the present fiscal year 
these dealers who should have paid $100 
a 3 “— will be required to pay only $25. 

The Collector has spared no pains to gain 
the political support of tax-dodgers during 
the campaign year. 

The figures in the Auditor’s office show 
that after deducting the Collector's com- 
mission the city’s revenue from real estate 
licenses last year was $11,690.50. This year, 
when the Collector is looking for votes, 
the collections have amounted to only $4,052 
The Collector or the henchmen in bis of- 
fice have been ually careful to cater to 
dog owners during the campaign year. The 
revenue from dog licenses has been ex- 
tremely light. Last year $5,732.78 was collect- 
ed for dog licenses, while this year only 
$4,093.39 was collected. The statement has 
been freely made that during Ziegenhetin’s 
campaign for the Mayoralty nomination dog 
licenses were to be had for the asking—pro- 
vided the right party asked. 

tven the figures on the records of the Re- 
publicdn Administration at the City Hall 
show that Collector Ziegenhein has been 
lenient to those whose aid might help him 
in his Mayoralty campaign. Not only real 
estate licenses, but other items of revenue 
have been collected in a half-hearted way 
during the fiscal year just ending. The work 
of the year is agg ee sa finished and the 
totals now on the books will be practically 
the same that will appear in the official re- 
port of the Collector. 

Last year when Collector Ziegenhein was 
not chasing votes as hotly as he is now he 
tollected $6,475 license tax from bankers and 
brokers. This year the returns from the 
same source were only $3,512.50. 

The street railways were equally lucky. 
Last year they paid $18,775 into the City 
Treasury, but this year they escaped: on 
payment of $14,250. 

uring 1895, $19,253.40 were collected from 
the insurance companies and agents in St. 
Louls. During eleven’ months of the year 
just closing $5,950 has been collected from 
the same source. 
Merchants’ licenses to the amount of 
$165,837.55 were paid last year. This year 
the figures fall short of that amount by 
more than $20,000, the exact receipts so far 
being $145,540.45. 
The manufacturers paid $124,411 last year 
and only $109,514.00 this year. 

For a growing city whose commerce is 
making giant strides every year this is a 
queer SRO Weng. : 

The figures here given were obtained from 
the books of the City Comptroller yester- 


ay. 
Besides being made the object of a Grand- 
jury investigation and a court inquiry, the 
Collector's office under Mr. Ziegenhein has 
been investigated by a special committee 
appointed by the Mayor. 

With these figures under his nose, the Re- 
ublican Mayor yh ysty has been talk- 
ng about floating $10,000, in bonds to bol- 
ster up the city’s fading revenues, 

Mayor Walbridge felt after Ziegenhein's 
acquittal that the decent public would ex- 
ect him to take cognizance of the matter. 
S he appointed a committee “to investigate 
the affairs of the Collector’s office.” The 
members were Charles Parker, F. W. Bieb- 
inger and 8. M. Kennard. After their ap- 
pointment they dropped out of sight for a 
year. Then in the fall of 1895 they submitted 
a report whitewashing everybody connected 
with the office. The matter of the $4,102 
check was not touched on in the commit- 
tee’s report. 
In a general way it was said that there 
were certain matters it had been thought 
best not to consider as they had already 
been investigated.

ENGLAND IS PUSHING PREPARA- 
TIONS FOR TROUBLE. 


PLAN FOR THE CAMPAIGN. 


More Light on the Strange Life and 
Death of Miss Isabella 
Murphy.

LONDON, April 8—Thé preparations 
against eventualities in the Transvaal are 
being steadily pushed forward, A repre- 
sentative of the Associated Press has 
learned from War Office sources that a 
general to command the British forces tras 
been selected and has been asked to prepare 
a plan for the campaign against the Boers, 
including the number and description of 
the troops of different branches of the serv- 
ice, etc., which he judges will be necessary 
to bring the military occupations to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. - 

The general, who is familiar with African 
fighting, has announced that 10,000 British 
regulars will be sufficient, as he counts on 
the 40,000 troops which are already there, 
while he does not consider the Boers, even if 
able to do so, will put 40,000 armed men in 
the fleld and one-half of these he believes 
will be tequired to guard the towns for this 
service. 


The strange life and death of Miss * 
bella Murphy, daughter of the late DanielT, 
Murphy of Murphy, Grant & Co. of Ban 
Francisco,. is much discussed. One of her 
sisters, Anita, is the wife of Sir Charles 
Michael Wolseley, Baronet,.a Justice of the 
Peace and Deputy Lieutenant for Stafford- 
shire, and another sister is the wife of 
Don Florence L. Dominguez, Secretary of 
the Argentine Legation in London. Fr. 
Smullen, at whose residence in High On- 
gar, Essex, Miss Murphy died from the ef- 
fects of alcohol and narcotics, first met the 
deceased at the convent at Isleworth, where 
he was chaplain. They left the convent at 
about the same time and went to live at 
Westgate. After the lapse of a year FT. 
Smullen returned to Isleworth, and he was 
visited daily by Miss Murphy. The Mother 
Supérior objected to Miss Murphy's visits, 
and soon afterwards Fr. Smullen ceased to 
be chaplain of the convent. 

Fr. Smullen and Miss Murphy afterwards 
lived in the same house at High Ongar. 
Miss Murphy, who was only about 27 years 
of age, appears to have been entirely under 
Fr. Smullen’s influence, and she bequeathed 
him her fortune, estimated to amount to 
$300,000. They both indulged immoderately 
in alcohol, and Miss Murphy, when she 
became sick, persistently refused to see a 
physician, although she took morphia, pre- 
scribed for her by Fr. Smullen for neu- 
ralgia and insomnia. They visited America 
together in 1892. Fr. Smullen had charge 
of Miss Murphy's check book,.and business 
matters, and, although she made a will in 
his favor, as alreddy noted, there was no 
lawyer present and the document was wit- 
nessed by Fr. Smullen’s servant. 

The post-mortem examination disproved 
the presence of immoral relations. 

A few days before her death Miss Mur- 
phy left Fr. Smullen’s house for her own, 
because Cardinal Vaughan came to visit 
i priest. The Cardinal also paid her a 
visit.

APPARENTLY UNCHANGED, BUT 
A MUCH FINER CREATION. - 


AN INCREASED CONVENIENCE. 


It Is Considerably Lighter, of Better 
Stee] and Has Narrower Han- 
dle Bars and Tread. 


“The 1897 bicycle, while showing no marked 
@eparture from its predecessors in mechan- 
fcal principles and general appearance, 
marks a great advancement in simplicity 
of construction combined with lightness and 
etrength,”” says Ben Horton of the Inter- 
national Wheel Co. “In fact, the changes 
in these directions are more marked than 
those during any one year since the wheel 
has been generally adopted as a vehicle. 

“The wheel, like other inventions, began 
@ complicated and cumbersome thing. Now 
the minimum of weight with the maximum 
of strength and speed is apparently very 


mearly approached. 

"We notice, first, in the 1897 models, 
the increased use of nickel steel of the 5 
per cent grade, which, weight for weight, 
has about ten times as much endurance 4s 
25 per cent carbon steel. This shows the 
possibility of the reduction in weight, and is 
evidenced by an examination of the tubing 
of the new wheels. This tubing is lighter 
and larger, while being on the safe side of 
the breaking point. 

“Then we notice the saving in weight, 
the increase of strength and the addition 
of grace by the adoption of flush joints. 
This is a marked improvement in the new 
wheels. 

“Another very feature of the 
new wheels is a in the number 
of pieces. This is seen In every portion 
of the wheel, and has the result of dis- 
pensing with many nuts, bolts, screws and 
clamps. It is particularly noticeable in 
the cranks and axles. Instead of five 

feces, some of the new wheels have only 
wo. That is, the axle and cranks are in 
two pieces, which, when put in place, are 
joined in the center. Besides the other 
advantages referred to, this atiows of a 
more narrow tread, thus bringing iue feet 
of the rider nearer together, adding to 
muscular power and contributing to grace. 

“Then there is a new axle and cranks of 
only one plece—a single fofging to which the 
sprocket wheel is fastened by being slipped 
over a permanent leg, which bears all the 
strain and leaves the holding screws to 
simply keep the sprocket tn position. 

“There is also a new adjustable chain, in- 
to which links can be inserted at will, with- 
out tools and without delay. This is ac- 
complished by the use of a slotted link, with 
the center of the opening sufficiently en- 
larged to allow it to be slipped off or on its 
holding rivets. By this form of link the 
annoyance of delay through broken chains 
can be avoided. . 

“There is also shown a hew chain adjust- 
ment, easily and accurately operated by 
Means of a thumb screw that adjusts the 
chain evenly on both sides and allows of any 
desired tension. 

“Then there is noticeable improvement in 
the protection of all bearings from dust. 
This is particularly to be seen in the axles, 
where an inner brass tube, fitted with felt 
washers at its ends, keeps in the oll and ex- 
ludes the dust. This not only keeps down 
he friction, but, for the same reason, adds 
to the life of the machine. 

“Many wheels also show an increase in 
the size of the balls, the standard, five-six- 
teenths of an irch, being increased to three- 
eighths of an inch. These larger balls wear 
better and cut less. 

“There are also valuable features con- 
tained in the tig Sega for olling, cleaning 
and flushing the bearings without disturb- 
ing the a stment, or removing any of the 
parts of ‘the bearings. A screw in the 
sprocket flange, or crank axle, permits the 
application of oil directly on the balis, the 
same result being effected on the opposite 
bearing by means of an oil hole in the ad- 
atsting cone. The forms of olling device 
iffer in various makes, but in all the im-

WHEELS OF TO-DAY WONDERS. 


Four Years Ago a Wheel Weighing 
Thirty Pounds Was Looked 
Upon as a Freak. 


“Very few of the riders of the bicycle of 
the present day are aware of what they owe 
to cycle racing,” sald Fred Hattersley, the 
crack racer. Without doubt it was the rac- 
ing man who made the cycle of to-day a 
possibility. He took certain risks in seeking 
after lightness, and by taking them without 
a mishap he educated the makers up t? 
building the light machines which are now 
capable of carrying such heavy weights 
over the road and path. This is a. big 
claim, but can be most fully substantiated 


by a reference to the various types of the 
bicycle which have been built during the 
past few years. 

“Four years ago a rider who was seen 
with a wheel weighing less than thirty 
pounds was looked upon in amazement and 
regarded as. one whe had little use for his 
life. The public could not understand how 
steel and rubber to the amount of thirty 
pounds was capable of standing the rough 
usage of a 175-pound man, riding a hundred 
miles. It was, therefore, only the scorcher 
on the track and road who would trust him- 
self to a machine of this weight. 

To him the riding of a wheel was but the 
question of how fast he could ride, and in 
order to attain that speed what mattered It 
to him if the wheel broke down now and 
then and he damaged his physical being? 
The racing man little knew at that time 
that every time he took a chance on his 
light wheel he was giving more confidence 
to the manufacturer to reduce the weight 
of his new models, Yet this was a fact, as 
every maker in the country will acknowl- 
edge. Had the racing man not taken his 
chances on the light wheels, the manufac- 
turer would never have reduced the weight 
of them each year, until they reached the 
models of gracefulness and simplicity, as 
at present. The heaviest roadster of to- 
dny is a feather almost in comparison to the 
racing wheel of four or five years ago. The 
racing man has tested the wheels as mem | 
have been made each year, and throug 
his advice of what was necessary on them, 
all the parts have been cut down to a point 
which, while securing the required strength, 
yet saves every ounce of weight. The rac- 
ing man has, therefore, made the almost 
perfect cycle of to-day a possibility. 

“Credit must also be given the racing 
man for the impetus he has given the pas- 
time of cycling. Cycle racing is without

doubt the brass band of cycling, and with- 
out it the wheel would never have reached 
the almost universal use which it has at- 
tained. Racing is the side of the sport 
which in one form or another has done 
more to advertise cycling than any other 
phase of the pursuit. Thousands of people 
would probably never have thought of cy- 
cling had not their attention been brought 
to it by some performance of -the racing 
men. ° 

“The tourist may carry out his journeys, 
and may even write about them, without 
interesting any very large section of the 
public, but the racing man not only excites 
the interest and attention of the crowd in 
the grand stand when he is racing, but 
the times he accomplishes are quoted and 
discussed by people who have previously 
never given any attention to the matter. 
‘Take, for instance, when the announce- 
ment was made that Hamiltdn had ridden 
a mile in 1:391-5, or at the rate of over 
thirty-six miles an hour. Den’t you think 
that every person in the country who read 
of that feat immediately started to wonder 
what the limit of speed could be on a bi- 
cycle? Such performances eannot fail to 
attract attention, and to excite remarks 
and conversation. In due course of time 
persons take an interest in the machine 
which made such a feat possible, and then 
if these persons be non-cyclers, they will 
begin to mentally commune with = them- 
selves upon the possibility of their taking 
a try at tne what is to them a new style 
of a ‘self-propelling locomotive. 

“They begin to figure that if it takes‘a 
crack-a-jack something less than tWo min- 
utes to cover 5,280 feet; a novice should 
certainly be capable of riding the same dis- 
tance in five or six minutes. And then 
they begin to wonder could they not do it 
In less than five minutes. They start to 
ride, and—well, the ranks of cycling are in- 
creased. For did you ever know of anyone 
who gave up the wheel of his or her own 
accord? Very seldom. For it is almast 
true that ‘once a cyclist, alWays a cyclist.’ 

“The racing man, therefore, can be heid 
directly responsible for many who have 
taken to the wheel. Hundreis of active 
cyclists of the present day first had the idea 
ut into their heads by one of the big per- 
ormances on the racing path. Of course, 
there are some who will deny it and-say 
truthfully, too, that they caught the fever 
from one of their friends. Yet many of 
them, if they will think carefully, will ad- 
mit that the racing man was responsible 
for their enrollment in the ranks of the 
riders of the rubber-shod steed.’ 


HIS COMPLIMENTS TO POTTER. 


Kerrigan of California Makes a Few 
Remarks About Treachery. 

In resigning his position as Chief Consu! 
of the Northern California Division of the 
League of American Wheelmen, Judge 
Frank H. Kerrigan gives the following 
opinion of President Potter in this week’s 
Bearings:

It must also be remembered that 
records under those circumstances can be 


made on the big machines ag well as on 
singles. 

“With all due consideration for the record 
figures of last year, those of ’9 were in a 
still worse state of chaos. In that year we 
had Class A and B, as well as the profes- 
Sional records, and it was a wise man who 


during that season. Then, again, as if tu 
add to the trouble, a rule Was made last 
year to the effect that all trials against 
time must be made bd | a flying start, 
while all cofnpetition trials Must be made 
with a standing start.” AS the rulings in 
Europe are just the opposite to these, it 
makes it impossible for a Mder to hold an 


accepted world’s record. This is shown by 
the fact that although W. W. Hamilton’s 
mile record, with a flying start, of 1:39 1-9 
is the accepted record in this country and 
is the fastest legitimate mile ever ridd 
still the Englishmen look upon Platts Bett 
record of 1:48, made with a standing stari, 
as the world’s record. It ig plainly appaj- 
ent that under these circetlmstances some- 
thing should be done t& simplify the que- 
tion that is paramount in competition of 
every description. 

‘‘Notwithstanding the fact that riders ire 
anxioug to place records to their credit, 
there aré many records made which ire 
never applied for, and, therefore, never ac- 
cepted by the Racing Board of the goven- 
ing bodies. This is owing to the negligmce 
of the rider or the race meect promoter to 
get the necessary credentials and forward 
them to the Racing Board. For this rea- 
son it is safe to say that not one-tenth of 
the records mad. last season have bee’ ap- 
plied for or accépted by the Board. 

“At the present tithe it is possible for 
twelve different records to be estabished 
for any single @fstance from a quarte’-miie 
to 1,000 miles, irrespective of the style of 
pacing, or on what sige track ft may be 
made. The difficulty of —s pace with 
these records can be readily wndefstood, 
and anything that will tend to decreise the 
number and class will be hailed with delight 
by cyclists in particular and the pyblic in 
general. [t has been suggested that records 
be accepted only for the quarter, thigi, haif,¢ 
one, five, ten miles, etc., which world sim. 
plify them to a great extent.

WAS A FLAOD 


HOW THE NEWS OF THE JOHNS- 
TOWN DISASTER WAS TOLD. 


LAST MESSAGE FROM THERE. 


Overfiow in the Mississippi Valley Is 
Like Irrigation Compared 
With This. 


ne afternoon of May 321, 1889, the tele- 
graph operator at Johnstown, Pa., enter- 
tained the telegrahpers in the main office at 
Pitesburg by describing the strange scenes 
fn that city among the hills. She first re- 
ported that persons were compelled to wade 
when crossing the streets. An hour later 
ghe told that the water had risen above the 
level of the sidewalks and was oozing in 
the front doors of stores. The Conemaugh 
River had overflowed its banks before, but 
this time, she wired the waters were higher 
than ever known. At 4 o'clock she reported 
that some boys were rowing about the town 
in boats and that many persons would be 
mnpelled to remain in the business por- 
cen that night, as it would be impossible 
for them to reacn tneir homes. She was 
standing upon a chair while sending this 
mewsage and related with great giee the 
ights that she witnessed from the 
half hour later she wired that 
ghe had abandoned the chair and was 
seated on the table. 
Once more the Johnstown office called up 
tisburg.

out of the Union Depot, each carrying six 
newspaper men _ representing morning 
newspapers at Pittsburg and New York 
and 80 press associations. That two 
trains were secured was due to newspaper 
rivalry, but later in the evening the corre- 
spondents realized that the disaster was 
oF tap great magnitude for either party to 
attempt securing any exclusive news, and 
the two staffs practically worked together. 
The trains ran at express speed as far as 
Greensburg, making the distance of forty 
miles in little less than an hour, During 
this run the reporters questioned the train 

hands regarding the territory surroundin 
Johnstown, and this information, couple 
with rumors that were gathered from those 
who crowded around the cars at the first 
town of stoppage, enabled them to file a 
at the telegraph office. In this the 
statement was made that one hundred per- 
ns were believed to have perished at 

ohnstown. 

From Greensburg it was slow running, for 
the engineers had been instructed to observe 
great caution when they entered the Con- 
emaugh Valley. The wires were down, and 
Oman all traffic on that division was 

uspended, yet it was not known how far 
the damage had extended. An hour was 
consumed by the run ww Ba megs | to 
Blairsville ection, a tance of less 
than twenty miles. There men with 
blanched faces gathered near the cars, One 
of them had just come from the banks of 
the river and reported having seen bodies 
fi down the stream. Thus again the 
corr ndents were enabled to send out 
specials and they intimated that the list of 
dead might be swelled to 200. 

Ten miles beyond Blairsville the trains 
eto at Bolivar, and there was found 
what, from a newspaper point of view, was 
the treasure of the night—a survivor of the 
fiood. He had been swept down the river 
and had been lassooed at Bolivar by a man} 
standing on the bridge. The correspondents 
found him seated beside a hot fire, but he 
was trembling like an aspen. For two 
hours they questioned him, and while he 
told and retold the story of the terrible 
afternoon and awful night they wrote as 
best they could, some lying prone on the 
floor, the planks serving as a table; others 
standing and holding their pads of paper 

gainst the wall. 

rom this man was obtained the only 
story of the flood that was sent out that 
night; that is, the only correct story 
based: on a narrative from a person who 
had witnessed the destruction of the city— 
for the trains could proceed no further 
until daylight, and it was then after 12 
o'clock. 80, although several newspapers 
used Johnstown date lines in the issue of 
Saturday, June 1, yet the news came from 
Bolivar and was secured from this man 
who had been swept down the swollen 
de 9 and had miraculously escaped. That 
night’s reports estimated the dead at be- 
tween 500 and 1,000. The writers kept the 
‘wires busy until after 2 o’clock,.and as no 
more detailed news could be sent out after

by sunrise. In order that bulletins might 
be ~ os going over the wires for the serv- 
ice of such newspapers as were issuing 
extras one man was left at Bolivar to send 
out such late news as might be received 
there and forward any further details 
which the one survivor to reach Bolivar had 
to relate. Two men went back to Blairs- 
ville Intersection, where there were better 
wire facilities, in order to send out a more 
detailed story of the facts thus far known, 
so that the New York offices would be 
enabled to furnish the foreign‘ papers with 
as accurate an account as possible, and 
that later news might be sent to the Pa- 
cific coast, where the difference in time en- 
abled the papers to make use of later in- 
formation than could their contempo- 
raries in the East. 

Five correspondents then decided to make 
a passage over the hills, while the others 
were to remain with the trains until such 
time as they could be forced earongs- A 
farmef agreed to take the party as far as 
New Florence, which would pring, them 
within eight miles of Johnstown. e hac 
only one light, narrow wagon, which, with 
~ hg - held four men besides himself; 
and a farm horse was provided for jhe 
other. It was 2:30 o’clock when this strange 
procession started over the hills. The road 
was washed out in several places, and fre- 
quently the men were compelled to aid the 
one horse attached to the wagon by push- 
ing the vehicle over obstructions. The night 
was cold, dark and damp, and the corres- 
pondents, who had hurried from Pittsburg 
without suitable clothing, suffered grgtly 
during the trip. One man was clad in even- 
ing dress. He had been assigned to attend 
a social event in the Smoky City and was 
suddenly recalled and ordered on the flood 
story. A severe attack of pneumon!aTe- 
sulted in his case. 

The sun was rising when they descended 
the hill to New Florence. There the corre- 
spondents found a score of terrified persons 
who had fled from Johnstown, and from 
them they learned to a certain extent the 
magnitude of the disaster which they hai 
been sent to report. From 5 o’clock until 7 
they transferred the information thus gath- 
ered to paper, and as a result there was 
placed efore the telegraph operator 
enough copy to keep him busy until noon. 
Thus was sent out the story which served 
the afternoon papers'in their first editions 
and such morning papers as were issuing 
extras. In this report the number of dead 
was estimated at 1,500. In the beginning of 
this article it was stated that the flood had 
carried away the wires to a point within 
thirty miles .of Johnstown. But while the 
trains were pushing through, linemen were 
repairing the damage, so that the wire serv- 
ice practically kept pace with the progress 
of the correspondents. 

At 7:30 o'clock word came by wire that 
one of the special trains had left Bolivar 
and would endeavor to push by New Flor- 
ence. Pending the arrival of this train the 
men hurried around the little town and pur- 
chased such — of food as they could 
and various articles of clothing.

THE CORONER’S OF FICE—SOME 
REMARKABLE CASES. 


Dr. John M. Rader, Coroner Wait’s clerk, 
is busily engaged these days with an as- 
sistant preparing a tabulated statement for 
the Board of Health showing the number of 
suicides that have occurred during the fis- 
cal year, the causes contributing thereto, 
the means employed by the victim and the 
method of its application. When this state- 
ment is completed the statistics wil] con- 
stitute the most interesting records of the 
department. 

A glance over the official rec 
cides, as revealed in the c boris howe re- 
ports of the inquests, develops gome very 
peculiar and interesting facts and figures 
and offers a rare opportunity for an insight 
into human character for the student and 
searcher after psychological) phenomena 
The motives which prompt people to take 
their own lives, as reported tothe Coroner 
are aS numerous and various 4s the means 
by age gen A Bergamo ap their purpose 
running the entire gamut of }y oO.

are unique and startling to a degree Among 
the poorer classes, where intelligence is at 
a low ebb, and where the suicidal tania is 
more prevalent, the act is usually accom- 
plished by a sure, speedy and simple meth- 
od. The more intelligent and refined people 
select a cleaner and equally sure method 

and generally bring their ‘wits into Play Lo 
aeceive the public into the belief that death 
was accidental. Thus the poor German 
usually mutilates himself by shooting 

butchering, hanging or drowning. His aris- 
tocratic neighbor, however, selects prussic 
acid, “ego or asphyxiation. 

Some of the victims exercise an amount 
of ingenuity, labor and patience in their 
efforts to kill themselves that is really te- 
markable. Others accomplish the same end 
in a manner the embodiment of cruelly 
and barbarity and suffer tortures not sut- 
passed by those of the martyrs of the Span 
ish Inquisition. Shooting easily retains its 
popularity among disciples of the doctrine 
of felo de se as the most reliable process 
of separating the soul from. the body. 
Poison is next on the list in favor asa safe 
sure and reliable means of self-slaughter. 
This is the favorite method of the women, 
who have a natural and unconquerable re- 
puqeance to any method which will result 
n disfiguration of the face or body after 
death. The natural vanity of the fair sex 
abides with them to the jumping off peint, 
and leads them to pursue a course which 
will insure their being transformed into a 

perfectly lovely” corpse. Amongthe various 
deadly poisons in common use. morphine 
holds the call, having almost entirely super- 
ceded _, the once avorite ‘“‘poor man’s 
friend,’’ Rough on Rats. The more brutal 
forms of death, such as hanging, shooting, 
drowning and throat-cutting, are viewed 
with loathing and disgust by the fair as- 
pirant for surcease of sorrow.

suicide was the unpardonable sin. To the 
other class of suicides death is a mere ter- 
mination of the physical processes of nature 
and is to be welcomed at any time when 
incurable bodily or mental decay supervenes 

Unrequited love still plays a leading part 
in enlisting recruits to the ranks of the 
army of suicides in this city, as it does in\ 
every other community. Drink, despond- 
ency, financial troubles, domiestic disagree- 
ments and want of work also claim their 
full share of credit for the net results in the 
— column. 

Ontrary to general opinion, su 

not on the increase in i coe ae tee 
ber averages the same year in and year 
out, making allowances for the small per- 
centage of increase as compared with 
the percentage of increase of population, 
The figures for each month vary greatly, 
the maximum of suicides occurring, nat- 
urally, during the summer months. when 
the languor and depression of the heated 
season induce an irritability of tempera- 
ment among certain people, which develops 
homicidal and suicidal mania. 

Of the 200 individuals who died by their 
own hands in 1896, the Coroner’s records are 
either discreetly non-committal or openly 
favorable in the verdicts returned in the 
cases Of possibly two score of them. The 
verdict returned in these cases was “acci- 
dental death” or “unknown.” <A remark- 
able coincidence noted in this connection is 
the fact that in at least 75 per cent of these 
cases marked as “accidental” or “unknown 
causes,’’ the address of the deceased is in- 
variably one of the fashionable West End 
boulevards. All of them were either mem- 
bers of wealthy and prominent families or 
had influential relatives, and in either event 
the surviving members of the suicide’s fam- 
ily took such immediate action before the 
inquest that resulted in the return by the 
Coroner of the very accommodating ver- 
dict of “‘accident.”’ 

A natural desire to shield the name of the 
deceased or that of his family and relatives 
from the ignominy ataching to suicide, is 
largely responsible for the verdict of ‘‘acci- 
dent,”” which the obliging officials promul- 
gate as the cause of death. Another cir- 
cumstance which largely contributes 
to this finding, where ali the con- 
ditions and circumstances point 
strongly to self-murder, is that in 
many cases there is an insurance upon the 
life of deceased. While the courts have 
held that suicide does not vitiate a life in- 
surance policy in this State, there are many 
cases in which a suicide. has accident in- 
surance, or holds a policy in some benevo- 
lent order. in which a clause expressly pro- 
vides for the forfeiture of all death benefit 
in case of suicide. It is to circumvent the 
legal representatives of these companies 
and orders that such strenuous efforts are 
made to have the Coroner substitute ~ae- 
cident” for “‘suicide’’ in the verdict. 

This is easily accomplished, in most cases 
because any incriminating letters or cor- 
roborative testimony that might otherwise 
find its way before the Coroner is carefully 
suppressed by interested parties. Few wit- 
nesses are examined, and their testimony is 
of the most perfunctory character, merely 
sufficient to create a doubt in the official 
mind and give him the opportunity thereby 
to exercise a wise judicial. discretion in 
stating the cause of death. The practice, 
has become so prevalent during the past 
few years that it has almost ceased to eX- 
cite passing comment even by insurance 
men. The Coroner has always excused him- 
self on the ground that he is bound to ac- 
cept the statements made to him under 
oath by witnesses, and that he can not go 
behind these statements to accent hearsay 
evidence or to consider quasi-official testi- 
mony, however convincing. Coroner Wait 
declares that he has never knowingly re- 
turned a verdict of accident in any case 
where the évidence was sufficiently direct 
to lead him to suspect suicide. He says 
that where there ig no positive or direct evi- 
dence to show that a person has deliber- 
ately taken his own life, there is no legal 
or moral authority or right for the Coroner 
to place the stigma of suicide upon the 
name of the deceased or his surviving rela- 
tives.

which covers a multitude of mysteries and 
crimes, 
Four of the year’s victims succeeded in 
slipping into the darkness of the vasty be- 
frond by blowing out the gas in this world. 
wo more unfortunates cut off their supply 
of ether and forever silenced their useless 
protests against the ingratitude of a cruel 
world by severing their windpipes and jug- 
ulars. One poor creature gave herseif a 
beth of coal oil and burned herself to 
eatn. 
Among the unique and j&igenious suicides 
of the year was that of an old woman in 
the northwestern part of the city, who 
suceeded in drowning herself in a puddle of 
water which was hardly of sufficient depth 
to drown a rat. She was nearly 75 years 
old, and, although her span of life had 
already exceeded the scriptural limit, she 
decided to anticipate the dread summons. 
She left her home one night and made her 
way to a lot near by, where there was a 
small pond which had nearly run ory. There 
was not four inches of water in the pool, 
but the old woman, with the greatest de- 
liberation, got down on her hands and knecs 
and buried her face in the water and held it 
there until she suffocated. When she was 
discovered several hours later she was still 
in the attitude with her face buried in the 
soft mud, her body supported on her hands. 
An old tailor who lived on Thirteenth and 
O'Fallon streets, ran into the river with a 
lighted cigar between his lips, puffing 
vigorously away, and sank from view just 
as a number of his friends, who had pursued 
him for blocks to prevent him from taking 
the plunge, reached the wharf. When his 
body was found three days later, the cigar 
was found held between his tightiy- 
hed teeth. ; 
ap re who was determined that -his 
identity should not be discovered was that 
of an Altoona, Pa., man, named Loudon, 
who took morphine in a Pine street room- 
ing house. after a week of debauchery with 
a married woman from his own city. He 
destroyed every mark of identification from 
the clothing which he wore and from those 
in his trunk. He forgot that his name was 
tattooed on his arm, and this led to his

tion. He filled both barrels with water, tied 
a string to the trigger, placed the muzzles 
of the gun in his mouth and discharged the 
weapon with his big toe. Both barrels were 
discharged simultaneously, and a beautiful 
piece of work resulted. His relatives never 
could scrape enough of the upper portion 
of his head from the walls and furniture to 
fix the features in shape to be recognized 
by his friends. 
A traveling salesman named Brown, from 
‘Troy, N. Y¥., executed himself in. a nice, 
lean manner in a room at one of the small- 

r hotels. He made an elaborate toilet and 
then made preparations for a sudden and 
sire exit from the world. He fastened a 
shotgun to the head board of his bed in 
stch a manner that the muzzle pointed di- 
réctly to the-position his head would. oc- 
cupy on the pillow. He fastened a weight to 
the trigger, the weight being held in_po- 
sition by a cord. Underneath this cord he 
placed a candle, lighted, in such a position 
that after it had burned ten minutes it 
would set fire to the cord, release the weight 
the falling of which would fire the.gun. 
These preparations completed, Brown swal- 
lowed a dose of morphine, lay down on the 
bed and ten minutes woke up in another 
world with a load of buckshot in his brain. 

Although hanging is a repulsive form of 
death to most women, three of the weaker 
sex chose this method during the year. One 
of these. a German widow, living in South 
St, Louis, carefully wrapped the clothes 
\line with which she intended to kill herself 
‘with gfeat bunches of cotton batting and 
soft cloth, so that the cord would not hurt 
her neck while she was strangling to death. 

Another woman, living down in the out- 
skirts of Carondelet, braided a rope from 
bits of binding twine, slipped out of her 
house at eee ge and hanged herself in a 
ravine bordered with trees. The weight of 
her body bent the limb of the tree from 
which she hung so that her feet touched 
the ground.The desperate woman seized the 
trunk of the tree with her hands and pulled 
downward with all her strength in her de- 
termination to strangle herself. - When dis- 
covered in the morning the body was ina 
kneeling attitude, the arms still clutching 
the tree trunk. 

One of the bloodiest suicides of the year 
was that of a man named Brinker, on Wal- 
nut street. Brinker first severed the arter- 
ies in his-wrists with a jagged piece of lamp 
chimney. After staggering all over the 
house for a few minutes in a vain efiort 
to die, he procured a razor and nearly 
severed his head from his shoulders. The 
quantity of blood that covered the wails, 
ceilings, floors and furniture in the house 
was something awful. It appeared incred- 
ible that the apy of one human being had 
contained it all. 

A faint-hearted German in North 58t. 
Louis, fearing that the sensation produced 
by the cold steel of the muzzle of the re- 
volver with which he intended to blow out 
his brains, would cause a nervous tremb- 
ling when it touched his temple and dis- 
concert his aim, tied the revolver barrel 
to a board which projected six inches be- 
yond the muzzle. He then placed the 
board against his temple, turned the trig- 
ger loose and faded from a sordid world 
with neatness and dispatch. ' 

Two men selected Chief Desmond's of- 
fice as a suitable spet in which to make 
the jump to eternity. Only one of them 
sifeceeded. He was a4 Texan, who had 
been. drinking, and was under the impres- 
sion that he was ‘“‘wanted.’’ He stuck a 
knife in his jugular vein while talking to 
a detective in the office and died almost 
instantly. , 

A bricklayer named Wilke, living on Vic- 
tor street, sent a leaden enemy into his 
mouth to steal away and _ scatter his 
brains. Finding his arms were too short 
to reach the trigger of the shotgun when 
the muzzle was in his mouth, he laid the 
weapon aside until he whittled out a stick 
six inches long with an elaborately carved 
hook on the end, by means of which he 
was enabled to reach the trigger of the 
gun and set it off without straining him- 
self. 
The list of unique, peculfar, cruel and 
unusual suicides that occur yearly in this 
city could be strung out indefinitely, but 
the above will suffice for examples in the 
limited space at hand.

The excellent quality and great variety 

of nuts and grains, the rich flavor of our 

orchard products, the beauty and frayg- 

rance of house-plants, these are some of 

the results, not of the work of nature 

alone, but of the wise direction of men 
who understand botanical principles. 

Botany is the science of the vegetable 
, kingdom, as geology, chemistry, physi- 
~Ology and zoology are sciences of the 
animaland mineral. There isanapparent 
radical difference between these three 
kingdoms, as may be illustrated by a 
glance at the cow, the ground she 
stands on, and the grass she eats. The 
soil, matter, is lifeless; the plant is 
highly organized, grows and reproduces 
itself by a power of itsown. More than 
all, the animal possesses will and can 
nrove from place to place. ‘The animal 
is nourished by food taken into the 
stomach; the plant absorbs its foood 
directly by means of roots and leaves. 
The organs of the animal bear no 
resemblance to the branches, roots and 
blossoms of the plant. In the lower 
degrees of plant aud animal life, how- 
ever, these distinctions disappear to 
quite an extent. Such animals as the 
coral and barnacles are fixed to some 
st as completely as the plant is to 
the soil. On the other hand, many 
plants move from place to place by 
powers oftheir own. Certain aquatic 
plants are so briskly locomotive that 
they used to be classed as animals. It 
is at this point that the animal and 
vegetable kingdoms approach each 
other so nearly that it is difficult to 
draw the distinguishing line. 

A very important and haps the 
most absolute difference which separ- 
ates one from the other may be men- 
tioned, because in a sense it explains 
why plants were created: Vegetables 
are nourished directly by the mineral 
kingdom; all animal life is sy 1 
directly or indirectly, by the vegetable 
world. The great use of the plant, 
therefore, is to take portions of the earth 
and air, upon which animals cannot sub- 
sist at all, and to convert these into 
something upon which animals cay sub- 
sist; that is, into fod. All food is pro-

What is the course of vegetation? In 
Spring we see plants grow from seeds, 
gradually developing until they blos- 
som, bear fruit and produce seeds like 
those from which they sprung. We 
shall take the maple as a_ specific 
example, illustrating the course of veg- 
etationin general. First, we have the 
seed (3). ‘hen it falls from the tree it 
contains, coiled up within itself, already 
formed, a miniature plantlet consisting 
ofa stem and twotiny leaves. When 
buried in the soil it germinates; that is, 
develops. It unfolds and grows (2. 
The stem elongates inthe direction ot 
the light and air, and the leaves 
expand (4.) From the lower end the 
root begins to grow (5.) Next, between 
the pair of leaves a little bud appears, 
which soon grows into a second joint or 
stem, bearing another pair of leaves. 

Later, a third pair of leaves is formed, 
raised on a third joint proceeding from 
the summit of the second; then that by 
a fourth pair,and soon until the tin 
plant develops and expands into a full- 
grown tree. At the same time the roots 
grow correspondingly, avoiding the 
sun and light, seeking to bury them- 
selves more and more in the earth’s 
bosom. The roots in the moist soil 
absorb nourishment, while the leaves in 
the light and air perform the office of 
pt it (1.) 

t will be interesting in future lessons 
to follow step by step the growth, by 
different modes, of root and stem, 
studying the viene through change 
of seasons, until fruit and seeds are pro- 
duced, and the mysterious circle is com- 
pleted. The student is requested to 
write out brief answers to the following 
questions:

The increase in the population of the city 
Bince 1890 has been 172,371, and estimating an 
average of five persons to @ house it wouid 
be nécessary to build 34,474 houses to accom- 
modate the increase, The records of the 
Bullding Commissioner's office ghow that 
there have been but 27,572 permits issued 
Bince 1890. Many of these permits were for 
business structures and many more for re- 
pairs and alterations, reducing the number 
of dwelling-houses to perhaps less than 20,- 
OOO, It is therefore not to be wondered at 
that the number of vacant dwellings is 
comparatively small and it‘is not surprising 
that owners of property should find it to 
their advantage to build new houses. The 
demand will justify many more and the 
coming summer and fall will find numbers 
of them under construction. 
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The real estate buying public is on the 
qui vive for the opening of the auction sale 
season, and the agents anticipate that the 
numerous auctions that have been arranged 
for will be unusually successful. Property 
sold in this way is as a rule advantageously 
Situated and the now settled custom of 
making streets and other improvements re- 
lieves the purchasers of many small annoy- 
ances and expenses that-are apt to deter 
the average man from buying. The expec- 
tation now is that there will be one or more 
auction sales every Saturday during the 
summer and fall and some sales will be in- 
terspersed through the week. 

All of the agents seen by a Post-Dispatch 
representative during the week were in a 
good humor in anticipation of the best busi- 
ness experienced since 1892. 


THE PURITAN BUILDING.

An unsiehtly landmark on Locust street 
is about to be removed from the domain of 
“landmarks” and changed into a presenta- 
ble, tehantable building.

STREET CAR USED 
AS A HEARSE. 
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NOVEL FUNERAL PROCESSION 
OVER A SCULLIN LINE. 


IMPASSABLE. 


WAGON ROADS 


William Losman’s Mourners Followed 
Him to the Cemetery in an 
Electric Car. 


Undertaker Hoffman conducted a funeral 
On street cars yesterday. 

It was the only way the body could be 
transferred from the home to the ceme- 
tery, as the roads were so deep and heavy 
in mud that’ they were practically impassa- 
ble. An attempt was made Friday to send a 
light buggy over the road, and it is still 
there, half buried in the mire. 

Yesterday’s funeral was that of William 
Losman, a plasterer, 47 years old, who died 
last Wednesday from a complication of ty- 
phoid fever and pneumonia, leaving a wife 
and five small children. 

The route of the funeral was from the 
Losman cottage in Walnut Park to Belle- 
fontaine Cemetery by way of the Walnut 
Park extension of the Union Depot Street 
Railway. 

Undertaker Hoffman, recognizing that it 
would be impossible to drive a line of car- 
riages over the road that was hub deep in 
mud and full of holes, he called on Mana- 

Harry Scullin of the Union Depot 
Railway. Mr. Seullin§ instructed 
Superintendent Dan Butler of -the 
fontaine division to furnish the bereaved 
family as many cars as would be necessary 
to conduct the funeral, and in any other 
manner assist in the programme, all gratis. 

Supt. Butler ran two extra cars out to 
Walnut Park at 3 p. m. yesterday. They 
were the iong, old style cars, with the seats 
running from end to end. Jack Shrubshall, 
one of the oldest motorman on the road 
handled the lever on the hearse-car, and 
Andy Rohan was motorman of the car that 
carried the mourners, relatives and friends 
of the deceased. 

The cars stopped in front of the Losman 
home, and after a short eulogy and prayer 
had been said over the body the pall-bearers, 
Messrs. Bab, Moeller, Plack and Schreiber, 
carried the coffin to the hearse-car. 

The sliding doors in the rear of the car 
were opened and the coffin was raised and 
slid over the iron boot of the rear platform, 
and was then carried into the center of the 
car and placed on two stools. 

The pallbearers occupied seats in the 
hearse and the family and friends got in 
the rear car. When all were ready Motor- 
man Shrubshall released the brakes and 
started the hearse. The other ¢ar followed 
at a respectful distance of about fifty feet. 

The gongs and signal bells were not 
muffled nor were the cars draped in black. 
but a bright fire heated the interior of 
each car. That in itself was quite a novel 
thing for a hearse. 

The journey to Bellefontaine was quick, 
it requiring less than twenty minutes to 
make the run. At the big gate of the burial 
ground was a hearse and enough carriages 
to accommodate the pallbearers and the 
passengers of the rear car. 

The coffin was removed from the car in 


taken to the hearse. The processfon moved 
off to the new grave and that part of the 
funeral was similar to any other. 

That was perhaps @he first street car fu- 
neral in the United States and was certainly 
the first in St. Louis. Funeral street cars 
have been used for years in Mexican cities. 

Supt. Butler was asked if he thought the 
street car funeral would become popular. 
Street cars carry mails, express and freight 
matter, dairy products, why not coffins? 

Mr. Butler admitted that such a plan was 
feasible, and the street railways might 
eventually build hearse cars and cars 
painted in mourning for funeral parties, and 
that it might prove an embarrassment to 
the present form of undertaking.

PACKAGES TO BE BRANDED. 


Safeguards to Be Put About Flour Sim- 
ilar to Those That Protect 
Butter. 


The St. Louls millers have perfected 


their bill to compel manufacturers of flour 


to label their products so as to indicate 
their weight and contents, and the meas- 
ure is now ready to be introduced as soon 
as the Congresstonal committees are @p- 
pointed. — 

The proposed bill was first drafted by 4 
committee of millers and then considered 
by sections at a mass meeting of the 
Louis flour trade, but in order to be @8- 
sured of its legality the draft was_sub- 
mitted to ex-State Attorney-General R. F 
Walker, who made some slight changes in 
its construction. 

Chairman BE, Q. Stanard was sent to 
Washington last week to ascertain if, it 
would be possible to pass the bill at this 
session of Congress, but found that the 
House committees had not been appointed 
and that Congress will not be apt to con- 
sider any bills except the tariff and other 
measures previously agreed upon. 

The proposed bill has been approved by 
the local Millers’ Association an by the 
Southwestern Winter Wheat Millers’ As- 
sociation, and will also receive the in- 
dorsement of the National Millers’ Asso- 
ciation. The bill reads as follows: 


A bill to define pure wheat flour and 
mixed flour, and to regulate the sale and 
importation of mixed flour, and to require 
persons, firms and corporations to mark 
packages of flour so as to indicate their 
true contents, weight and place of manu- 
facture or packing. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Senate 
and Fiouse of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress assembled, 
that, for.the purpose of this act, the words 
“pure wheat flour” shall be understood to 
megn the food product made exclusively 
fro® wheat; by the words “mixed flour” 
shall be . understood to mean the _. food 
prodfct made from wheat mixed or blended 
in full or in part with any other grain or 
the manyfactured product of any otper 
grain than wheat, 

Section 2. That every person, firm or cor- 
poration, making, packing or repacking 
flour shall, if the same is made exclusivel 
from wheat, plainly mark or brand eac 
package containing the same with the 
words “pure wheat flour’’ and also the true 
weight of such package. 

_ Bection 3. That every person, firm or cor- 
poration, making, packing or repackin 
flour made from wheat mixed with oth 
grain than wheat or the menetnoserraa 
duct of other grain than wheat, shall pla 
ly mark or brand each package contai 

the same with the words “mixed flour,” t 
gether with the true weight of such p 
age, the names of the ingredients eomp 
ing the same, the name of the maker er 
packer and the place where ma or 
packed; in addition thereto, such m or 
packer shall place in each package a qird 
not smaller than two inches by three inches, 
upon which shall be plainly printed’ the 
words “mixed flour,’’ together with the 
names of the ingredients composing the 
same, the true weight of such pack the 
name of the maker or packer and the place 
where made or packed . 

Sec. 4. That all sales and consignments of 
mixed flour shall be in the original pack- 
ages; and every person, firm or corporation 
knowingly selling, offering to sell; delivering 
or offering to deliver any pure wheat flour 
or mixed flour in any other than marked and 
branded packages as required by this act, 
or who packs in any package or pac 
any pure wheat flour or mixed flour in any’ 
manner contrary to this statute, or who 
falsely marks or brands any package or 
packages, or unlawfully removes guch mark 
or brand, shall, for each offense be ed 
not lese than $0 and not more than 
and be imprisoned not less than thirty ys | 
or more than one year. 

Sec. 5. That In addition to thé brand 
required to be placed on packages of mixed 
flour by the person, firm or ‘co thon 
making orSpacking the same, a label in 
the following words: ‘‘Notice—The” (man- 
ufacturer of packer*as the case may be) 
“of the mixed flotir therein eontal has 
complied with all the requl nts of the’ 
law. Every person is cautiefed not te 
use this package. or label again 
move the contents without destroying the 
revenue stamp thereon under the penaity 
prescribed by law in such cases.” Every 
person, firm or corporation falling or 
neglecting to affix such label to any - 
age containing mixed flour made or hess: 
by him or them or who removes from an 
package any label so affiwed shall be fi 
mot less than fifty dollars for each 1 
so removed,

be levied a tax of one cent for each ten 
pounds or fraction thereof contained in apy 
package, to be paid by the person, firm or 
corporation making or packing oa Saye 
The tax levied by this section shall be rep-| 
resented by coupon stamps, and the pro- 
visions of existing laws governing the en» 
graving, issue, sale, accountability,~efface- 
ment and destruction of stamps relating 
to tobacco and snuff shall, so far as applic- 
able, be made to apply to stamps provided 
for in this section. 

Sec. 7. That whenever any person, firm or 
corporation sells, consigns, or removes for 
sale, consignment or consymption ay 
mixed flour upon which the tax red to 
be paid by stamps as herein pro has 
not been paid, ft shall be the duty the 
Commissioner of Internal Reventie, within 
a period of not more than two years after 
such sale, consigmament or removal, upon 
satisfactofy proof to estimate the amount 
of tax which has not been paid ang to make 
an assessment therefor and certify rhe game 
to the collector ef the proper district, 

The tax so asséesed shall be in addition to 
the penalties imposed by this «st for an 
unauthorized sale or removal. 

Section 8 That all mixed flour imported 
from foreign countries, shall, in ad@ition to 
any import duty imposed on samé@ pay an 
internal revenue tax of 2 cents for every 
ten pounds or fraction thereof comtained in 
any package; such tax to be represented by 
coupon stamps and the packa ¢gontainin 
such imported mixed flour shall be stamped, 
marked, branded and labeled as spi: case 
of mixed flour made or packed in nited 
States. Any person, firm or ¢orporation 
knowingly purchasing or receiving for sale 
oer consumption any such mixed flour which 
has not been marked, branded, labeled or 
stamped as required by this act, or which is 
contained in packages which have not been 
marked, branded, labeled or s*amped as re- 
quired by this act, shall for eath Offense be 
fined not less than $60.

There is no American who knows more of 
Maval matters than Capt. A. T.. Mahan. 
Both America and England take off their 
hats to his superior knowledge. When he 
epeaks, both nations listen, so it is no won- 
der that when he gave his opinion of the 
English Navy td a correspondent of the 
London Daily Chronicle his remarks made 
@ profound sensation in England. 

Capt. Mahan, it may ‘be mentioned, has 
just finished an exhaustive life of England's 
naval hero, Lord Nelson, which will be pub- 
lished in March. 

“There are,” said Capt. Mahan, “two 


*trong points from which I think the’ Brit- 
ish Navy will derive great advantage in fut- 
ure wars. One is the advantage gained by 
the long service of British seamen. Now in 
France, as I understand, when a man’s raw 
period has passed, and ‘he is just becoming 
a desirable gventty. his time is up and he 
is discharged. Not so with England, when, 
having been to the trouble and expense of 
training him, the Government, by the very 
Feason of this long period of enlistment, ts 
enabled to reap the benefits from this per- 
fectly drilled man.

A petition was presented to the Board 
of Directors of the Merchants’ Exchange 
Friday, asking that the official grades of 
flour be abolished and that flour sales be 
made by sample instead. It was signed by 
a number of millers and jobbers, but is 
meeting with considerable opposition. 

Alex. H. Smith, secretary of the Victoria 
Flour Mills, sent in the following protest 
yesterday against the proposed action of 
the Board: ' 

President and Board of Directors of the Mer- 

chants’ Exchange: 

A petition is being prepared to be 
presented to you asking that the official 
grades of flour be abolished. In my 
opinion this action would injure more 
than benefit the trade. This same ex- 
periment was tried some years ago, 
and in a few months the same parties 
who had desired the abolishment of the 
Krades asked that they be restored. 
The large majority of buyers are not 
experts capable of. buying by samples, 
and they are entitled to the protection 
of your admirable system which we 
have fairly established as the basis of 
large trading all over this and other 
countries, and to abolish the system 
would create as much confusion as to 
abolish wheat grades. We make no 
effort to procure other signatures to 
this protest, but as we pay one-third 
of the fees collected by the Flour 
soard, we feel that® other signatures 
are not. essential. Inspection fees for

WHEAT MARKET 
IN THE DUMPS. 


STATISTICS COULDN’T DO' THE 
BULLS ANY GOOD. 


BUT THE BEARS WERE. SHY. 


Trading Was Weak And Little Was 
Done Save By the Profes- 
sional Dabblers. 


The wheat market last week was extreme- 
ly dull and uninteresting, and the trading 
was unusually light and confined almost 
entirely to professionals. 

After a perfect deluge of crop damage re- 
ports, war rumors and flood stories which 
were worked as hard as possible, the bulls 
were unable to gain any decided advantage 
and finally fell back on statistics to save 
them, but have found that they had too big 
a job. 

The shorts, however, are not taking any 
long chances, and are keeping close to cover. 

The market showed some strength early 
in the week, but during the latter part 
there was a heavy decline which continued 
in spite of the better cables on Saturday. 

The cash demand is also diminishing, 
and there is no movement to anything ex- 
cept choice red winter wheat, but this is 
scarce and still in good request. 

Owing to the high water sample sales 
are apt to be slow for at least a week, but 
millers are still looking for an increased 
demand for flour as soon as the flood re- 
cedes. 


Spring wheat seeding has begun in the 


j Northwest and if it becomes general in 


the next two weeks it may be considered 
an early start. Winter wheat has un- 
doubtedly received serious injury in Indi- 
ana, Illinois and parts of Missouri, but 
from other sections the reports are favor- 
able, and all indications point to at least 
an average yield. 

Cables have not been encouraging, and 
advices from Europe indicate exceedingly 
dull markets, Liverpool especially showing 
a decided weakness up to Saturday. 
There is little change in the foreign crop 
situation and reports in regard to the grow- 
ing wheat are generally favorable. 

Both war news and <rop damage reports 
appear to have been discounted. The mar- 
ket has succumbed to an attack of general 
debility, and it will require sensational news 
to restore it to life. 


Those who are looking forward to extra- 
ordinary prices for wheat are using the old 
argument that our visible supply of wheat 
is smaller than it has been since 1891, and 
yet wheat prices are 2 cents lower, but 
they overlook the fact that as compared 
with corn and other cereals, wheat is rela- 
tively higher than it wus in 1891, and also 
that for the years preceding 1891 the visible 
Supply of wheat was smaller than it is at 
present. 

The visible supply last Saturday was over 
39,000,000 bushels, while on April 1, 1891, it 
Was only 22,483, bushels, and the visible 
on April 1, 1888, 1889 and 1890 was less than 
one-half as large as on that date in 1894, 
1895 and 1896. 

The visible supply of wheat April 1, 1896, 
was 61,032,000 bushels. On April 1, 1890, it was 
26,832,165 bushels. April 1, 1895, it was 74,- 
308,000 bushels, while on that date 1889 it was 
only 28,778,821 bushels. 

On the Ist of April, 1894, it was 70,768,000 
busheis, while in 1888 it was only 34,387,000 
bushels on that date. 

The foregoing demand for wheat has been 
constantly diminishing and Europe is buy- 
ing only about one-half as much as usual 
at this time of the year, but while Europe 
has been taking only about a million and 
a half bushels of wheat per week we have 
been selling that hg about 56,000,000 
bushels of corn weekly, which would seem 
to prove that either the mg are 
learning to use corn instead of wheat as a 
food, or their millers are following the ex- 
ample of some of their American competi- 
tors and mixing corn products freely with 
their flour. In either case the effect on the 


price of wheat is the same, and tends to 
make the task of bulling the wheat market 
extremely difficult. 

Many of the bulls do not yet seem to real- 
ize the admitted fact that the stocks of 
wheat which were carried Over from the 
crop of 1895 were much larger than was sup- 
posed, and that the wheat crop of 1896 was 
much greater than was estimated, and are 
still talking of a wheat famine before the 
new crop becomes available. 

*Taey predicted that by March 1 Northwest. 

ern stocks would be exhausted, and yet 
since that date receipts both in the North- 
west and at primary points have gradually 
increased and are everywhere beyond ex- 
pectations. There is no foreign demand of 
consequence, and the sooner they awake to 
a realization of the true state of affairs the 
better off they will be. 


Beerbohm, of London, tn speaking of the 
great falling off in consumption of wheat 
Says: “The mild winter we may take it 
for granted has to some extent dulled the 
nations’ appetite for bread, but we are per- 
Suaded that a much more important facter 
is the cheapness of Colonial meats, the 
abundance of vegetables and the fact that 
the working classes no longer have to re- 
sort to bread as the cheapest article of food, 
London bakers are baking from five to: ten 
per cent less bread than usual. The fact 
that during the last twelve months the net 
imports of wheat and flour (into England) 
with computed farmers’ sales, only 
amounted to 28,89%,860 quarters against or- 
dinary consumption of 29,000,000 quarters, 
Should mean that stocks are rather less 
than last year: but, on the contrary, the 
stocks {n ports on March 1 were 350, 000 

uarters larger than on March 1 last year. 

his evident falling off in the consumption 
of wheaten flour is an insidious complaint, 
which {t is difficult to forsee, but there is 
little doubt that this is the disease from 
which the trade now suffers.” 3 


French millers continue to ship large 
quantities of wheat to the United Kingdom, 
while the longs on this side are claiming 
that it will be necessary for France to 
import wheat to supply her needs. So large 
are these shipments becoming that English 
millers are becoming alarmed and are seek- 
ing some means to prevent them. 

With a much larger available supply than 
was estimated, and with a disappointing 
decrease in the rate of consumption both 
at home and abroad, it will be exceedingly 
difficult to secure any great permanent ad- 
vance, but on the other hand our stocks 
are so low that, taken with the fact that 
there have been unusually light harvests 
in Australia, South America and India, and 
the problematical prospects in Russia, there 
is no reason to expect any considerable de- 
cline in wheat values in the near future, 

For some time the market is apt to be {n- 
fluenced by crop reports and wide fluctua- 
tions are to be expected, and those who are 
content with small profits but not too easily 
scared at the prospect of smal]! losses, are 
apt to come out ahead.

The egg market is in rather a remarkable 


condition. All the big operators, shippers

a day..Now there is no market in sight. A 
positive loss, and of no small proportions,

Consignments are delayed en 
route until they are ruined. Even one day’s 
delay to sich perishable stuffs is often 
fatal.

of such goods here this week. Strawberries,

The market scarcity* of Florida straw- 
berries and the somewhat sudden winding 
up of the crop, gave Fise to comment here 


and elsewhere last week. The last issue of 
the Florida Farmer and Fruit Grower, after 


reviewing the heavy shipments to date out 
of the state—going as they did in straight 
carload lots to New York, Philadelphia, 
Boston’and Chicago, says: 

The drouth and the thrips stepped in 
to curtail the output. A mysterious. 
shadow crept over the bloom; the mil# 
lions of blossoms were observed to fade 
away like candles slowly going out. 
Most growers thought it was a “‘b ight,’ 
caused by cold. dry winds, but this 
cause was totally inadequate to account 
for the effect, as these winds have pre- 
vailed very little. A careful examina- 
tion revealed that the blossoms were 
Swarming with the thrips (thrips tritici), 
a lively Ale worm, one-twenty-fifth of 
an inch long,\yof a clear honey yellow 
and with rudimentary wings. These eat 
the stamens, the petals and apparently 
the pips of the little berry. Some are 
apparently sucked dry; though they re. 
main green in the inside they are almost 
as dry and hard as wood, do not expand 
any, become black on the outside and 
finally die. The thrips has also laid 
wae the pear bloom, at least of the 

onte.

Opportunities for frauds in insurance mat- 
ters are so numerous in every city that the 
attempt to correct abuses now being made 
by New York insurance brokers is worth 
attention, Recently an alleged agent was 
arrested as he delivered a forged policy to 
a client, and not infrequently disreputable 
brokers have collected premiums in ad- 
vance and failed to turn the same over to 
the companies. In this State the broker is 
the agent of the insured, therefore no ob- 
ligation rests upon the company. They ex- 
tend long-time credit and disreputable 
brokers misuse the premiums, policies are 
canceled and the victims whistie for their 
money. In this emergency the reputable 
brokers have appealed to the Legislature 
to pass a bill making the broker and not 
the client responsible. This, on the face 
of it, bears hard on the brokers, and other 
provisions are expensive and stringent, but 
the bill ts expected to drive out al! dii- 
reputable practices.

THE NEW CHARTER WILL GO IN- 
TO EFFECT NEXT JANUARY. 


SECOND ONLY TO LONDON. 


Its Population Will Be 500,000 Greater 
Than Paris—Provisions:of the 
New Charter. 


The charter for the Greater New York 
has been passed by the State Legislature at 
Albany, and now only awaits the signa- 
tures of Mayor Strong of New York, Mayor 
Gleason of Long Island City and, Mayor 
Wurster of Brooklyn and Gov. Black before 
becoming a law. If any one of the mayors 
of the three cities affected veto the greater 
city charter, it will have to be returned to 
the Legislature for re-passage. 

If the charter is duly signed by the re- 
spective mayors and the Governor, it will 
go into effect on Jan, 1, 1898, and New York 
will at once take rank as the second largest 
city in the world. With a population of $2,- 
985,422 it will rank next to London, and will 
have upwards of 600,000 more population 
than Paris. It is predicted that with the 


room to grow conferred by the amalgama- 
tion, and the ‘¢Gonditions favoring a more 
rapid growth than are posible in Europe, 
Greater New York will finally outstrip Lon- 
don*itself. It Js estimated that within fr- 
teen years it will have a population of 5,000, - 
000, and in halfa centpry London will drop 
to second place, 

The agitation for the Greater New York 
began in 1890, when the Legislature appoint- 
ed a commission of philanthropic venerable 
and far-seeing citizens-to consider the sub- 
ject and to report the result of their consid- 
erations to this body. In 18M, after a pub- 
lic discussion lasting for three years, the 
Legislature provided for a referendum. This 
was only the second time in the history of 
the State that the privilege was given to the 
people of voting on the subject which the 
Legislature itself had entire power to dis. 
pose of without reference. The only other 
occasion was on the question of free public 
schools. 

The bill passed by a non-partisan vote 
the ayes in the lower House being 17 to 28 
noes. and in the Senate 39 to 9. here was 
some partisan objection by some Repupb)j- 
eans based on the ground that the Greater 
New York would inevitably be Democratic 
by at least 100,000 majority, but these objec. 
tions carried no weight on the vote, and at- 
tempts to re-commit the bill, to postpone 
final action and to amend utterly failed, 

Already, and for months past in antic- 
ipation of the passage of the bill, the poll- 
ticians have been busy discussing the pos. 
sibilities for Mayor of the amalgamated 
cities.

Hienry D. Purroy’s Home-Rule Democracy 
made a ripple on the surface a month or so 
ago by springing the name of Henry George. 
But that has not created the sensation that 
the Home-Rule Democracy looked for. The 
story was told exclusively in the World at 
the time and Mr. George refused to discuss 
the matter at all. 

The Citizens’ Union, which desires non- 
partisan municipal government, has not 
officially discussed a candidate yet, but 
among their members it is known that they 
have talked over Mayor Strong, Seth Low 
and one or two other gentlemen who were 
most actively concerned with the reform 
movement of 1894. 

PROVISIONS OF THE NEW CHARTER. 

The City of New York, commonly known 
as Greater New York, will begin its official 
existence on January 1, 1898. 

The first Mayor will be elected on the 2nd 
day of next November. 

He will have gee rd executive powers 
than the Chief Magistrate of any other 
modern city. 

The government of the city will be vested 
ina Mayor and a Municipal Assembly, con- 
ee of two houses, elécted by the peo- 
pie. 

The Mayor will appoint the heads of all 
municipal departments, save the Comptrol- 
ler, who will be elected for a term of four 
years to direct the ony s finances. 

The Mayor, Comptroller and members of 
the Municipal Assembly are the only elec- 
tive officers of the great city. 

The Police Department will .be governed 
by a Board of Commissioners; the Fire, 
Law and Correction Départments each by 
one Commissioner, and the departments of 
Education, Public Improvements, Chari-, 
ties, Health, Docks, Parks and Buildings 
will be governed by boards of three or more 
members, all auee nted by the Mayor. 

The municipality will be divided into five 
boroughs, fer the purpose of better admin- 
istering the powers of government. 

The borough of Manhattan will include the 
island of Manhattan and the small island in 
the East River. 

The borough of Bronx will include the ter- 
ritory north of the Harlem River and be- 
tween the Hudson River and Long Island 
Sound. 

The borough of Brooklyn will include the 
present city of Brooklyn. 

The borough of Queens will include Long 
Island City, Flushing, Jamaica and all that 
portion of Long Island included in Greater 
New York not within the present city limits 
of Brooklivn. 

Tre borough of Richmond will include all 
of Staten Island. 

Each borough will have a local subsidiary 
government, presided over by a president, 
elected for four years. 
fEach borough will also have a deputy rep- 
resenting the various administrative de- 
partments of the central government, and a 
loca] school board and board. of local im- 
provements. The president is chairman of 
all local boards. 

Tho authority of the borough governments 
is limited, the controlling «power being 
vested in the central government. 

The upper house of the legislative bran 
will be called the Council; the lower hous 
the Board of Aldermen. 

‘The Council consists of twenty-e nd 
members, elected for four years from des 
ignated districts, and a President electeds 
at large at the same time with the Mayor: 

The President of the Counct] becomes) 
chief executive in the absence of the!

All contracts for public works must be 
approved by this board. 

he central Board of Education will con-. 
sist of nineteen members, of which four are 
to be the Chairmen of the borough School 
Boards, and the others chosen by the local 
boards in Manhattan and Brooklyn. Queens 
and Richmond Boroughs are combined for 
school purposes, 

All the regular members of the police 
forces in the various cities will be retained, 
their respective chiefs becoming deputies 
in command of borough forces. 

The fire departments will be reorganized 
in the same manner. 

The methods of qovecumans in the pres- 
ent city of New ork relating to taxes 
and assessments, estimates and apportion- 
memts, sinking fund, health, charities, cor- 
rection, buildings and finance, will form the 
perm for the government of the greater 
city. 

Taxation will be equal throughout the 
whole city, save for special local improve- 
ments, 

The area of the new city of New York is 
317.77 square miles. 

Its population, according to the offictal 
estimates, will on Jan. 1, 1 be 3,400,000 

The city has 1,300 miles of improved 
stteets, 1,186 places of worship, 5,800 a a 
men, 140,000 inhabited dwellings, 166 ks, 
6,000 acres of parks. 

The population increases 400 every day. 

In fifty years, on the basis of natural in- 
crease, New York will have 2,000,000 in- 
habitants. 

The Mayor of New York will be the head 
of an army of §,000 employes, and he will 
direct the expenditure of 000,000 annually. 
His salary whll be $15,000 a year. 

In many respects his authority and T- 
sonal responsibilit will be reater than 
those of the President of the United Stat 

For the first six months of his term 
Mayor of New York will have power to re- 
move at will any appointed officeholder, @x- 
cept judicial officers. 

After that time removals can be made only 
on charges.

The entire autograph of Keats’ “Eindy-~ 
mion™ is soon to be sold at auction in En- 
giand. It comes direct from a descendant of 
Keats’ publisher, and is now offered for the 


first time. The manuscript, says the London 
Times, comprises 181 leaves, and includes the 
four books into which “the poem was di- 
vided. The alterations in pencil and pen are 
exceedingly interesting, and, with e ex- 
ception of one folio, the manuscript is en- 
tirely im the beautifully clear and neat 
handwriting of the poet. 

In addition to “Endymion,” the same sale 
will include, also from the same source, the 
autograph manuscnpt of ‘‘Lamia,”” which 
covers twenty-six pages folio. Both manu- 
scripts bear the usual “instructions to the 
printer," and are consequently the actual 
‘copy”’ from which the poems were set up.

and Mendicants 


Who Infest the 


Markets and Alleys. 


The poor ye have always with you. 

There are hundreds of people in St. Louls 
who live without money or work from 
childhood to old age through summer and 
winter. They are a happy set and know 
few cares beyond providing for their im- 
mediate wants. Their fuel, food and cloth- 
ing are bought from no man and they 
never know what it is to be dunned by 
butcher, baker or tailor. A small pittance 
for the rent of a miserable hovel and a 
few dimes for bad whiskey is all they have 
use for. Even in the coldest weather their 
rooms are heated, and though they are in 
rags th®@y stand as good a show of getting 
a new outfit for Christmas or Easter as 


any one who works for these luxuries and 
ae for them weeks ahead. They never 

now just where their next meal is coming 
from yet they seldom go hungry long at 
a time. 

These people are the scavangers of the 
city. They are the rag-pickers, garbage- 
pickers and coal-pickers. The enterprise 
they exhibit in watching the alleys, market 
places and freight depots for old clothes, 
rage, paper, cigar stumps, vegetables, 
chickens, ducks, fruit, coal and kindling 
and discovering new fields of labor is 
worthy a better cause. The women are as 
industrious in searching the garbage boxes 
of the alleys and markets a# are the wo- 
men in high life in searching the bargain 
counters of the stores, and these paupers 
ere as quick to pounce upon a good bargain 
as their more fortunate sisters. Yet these 
same women could not be induced to ex- 
end as much vitality and energy in honest 
abor for any price. 

Their habits are the natural outcome of 
the extravagance of the upper classes, They 
recognize it is possible to live without work 
by subsisting on the wastefulness of oth- 
ers an@-put their philosophy ‘nto prac- 
tice. It cannot be sa‘'d that this army of 
street prowlers are wholly an tnjury to the 
community. They perform to an extent the 
duties that are neglected by the city scav- 
engers by removing the filth and decorapos- 
ing matter that would be a menace to the

health of many. It is true they are often 
guilty of p.ifering, and some of them occa- 
®ionally relieve pedestrians of the contents 
of their pockets, but as a class they do not 
achieve the dignity of the criminal. 

Union Market is a rich harvest for those 
in search of food. Great numbers of child- 
ren gather about the sidewalks and alleys 
of this place and pick from the barrels, 

utters and boxes partially decayed pota- 
oes, cabbages, carrots, oranges, dead 
chickens and fish. There are a lot of fat, 
lazy negro women who infest these places, 
too. Children, boys and girls, from 4 to 16 
years, prowl around in rags and filth with 
split baskets on thelr arms. When the 
girls have filled their baskets they either 


the main support of their younger brothers 
and sisters and drunken parents. They 
take home from day to day sufficient food 
for the day's use and if any is left over 
it is sold to the neighbors who have no 
children to gather food for them. Most of 
these families have a few mud-bedragg!ed 
chickens and a scrawny ‘“‘yaller’’ dog. To 
these they feed the scraps left from the 
family meal. Some times a pig or two will 
be among the family members. 

The children often take the family cur

Around the stalls where fruit is kept '{s 
always a lot of cast-off boxes. These are 
pounced upon by the negroes and white 
ehildren for kindling. if 

An old-fashioned colored “auntie,” weat- 
ing a purple calico dress and starchy sun- 
bonnet, was waddling about picking UD 
strawberry boxes when a Sunday Post-Dis- 

atch reporter asked what she intended do- 
ng with them. She evinced some surprise 
and indignation that she shouid be thusly 
questioned. 

“Tis a po’ widow woman and when I gits 
out uv wuk, honey, I is got fur ter do dé 
best I kin. Us colored ladies come leah 
and gaders up de boxes fo’ kindlin’ wood, 
Sometimes I gits real good cabbages, and 
sells "em. Sometimes I gets ’taters, too, and 
when I has mo’ den I kin use, I sells dem to 
some ob de colored ladies what libes whar 
I does. Sometimes de‘ole white women 
‘round heah gibs me scraps ob goods and I 
peaces quilts. I kin sell dem fo’ 50 cents, and 
sometimes a dollar, when dey is made nice. 
I neber picks up old dead chickens, like 
dese po’ white trash,”’ and the colored lady 
evinced her contempt for “‘dead’’ chickens 
by curling up her lips, her early education 
probably causing her to prefer live ones, 
fresh from the roosts. 

“Do you ever pick rags and sell them, 
auntie?’ 

“Lord, chile, de rag pickin business don’t 
pay no mo’, Why, honey, you might pick 
rags all day and you wouldn't git a nickel 
for dem. I’s done quit it.”” And auntle shook 
her fat sides with a sarcastic laugh, propped

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along. He partakes of the nature of his 
master and trots along with the same ex- 
pression of countenance, erforming the 
same duties, and is equally as quick to 
recognize friend or foe as the children are. 
They scramble into corners and dive into 
barrels where ahe children can’t go, and 
not infrequently steal a fat chicken or a 
rabbit when the stall-keeper is not look- 
ing. The youngsters are quick to see a 
deal of this kind and smuggle the stolen 
delicacy into their basket before the huck- 
ster or policeman can detect the theft. 
Groups of little children and dogs stand 
about and watch the hucksters like hawks, 
as they are sorting out their .vegetables 
or cleaning up the stalls. 

The greatest numbers come to Union 
Market about 2 o'clock in the afternoon 
and at 7 in the evening. Saturday night 
the sidewalks are so crowded by these 
street arabs it keeps the good natured po- 
liceman busy hurrying them along out 
of the buyers’ way and keeping a sharp 
lookout to prevent the'r carrying off every- 
thing that is not nailed down. 

When the stall-keepers close up for the 
night and leave the market the smaller of 
the youngsters slip about through the dark- 
ness, pecring around boxes and poking their 
heads from behind empty barrels to see if 
the way is tlear and the cop absent. Ata 
signal from the best posted in juvenile mil- 
itary tactics the squad of ragged urchins 
will creep stealthily up to a stall, lift off 
a shutter and ‘“‘boost’’ two kids through the 
opening amid all kinds of good things to eat.

There is a vast difference in the methods 
of the scavengers. One class is always 
fairly clean looking, select only the best of 
the refuse, and when they get it home they 
wash the vegetables clean and store them 
away for future use. Others will pick up 
anything regardless of age or odor, and dirt 
makes no difference to them. They throw 
away what they have no immediate use for 
if they starve on the morrow. 

The restaurants offer rich harvests for 
the scavengers. These places they haunt 
about 2 and 8 p. m., sometimes begging for 
the scraps and oftener ransacking the bar- 
rels in the alleys. If they seem to be worthy

She trotted joyously 
away and everybody felt glad that he hada 
chance of making a poor little waif comfort- 
able. Two hours later the same child 
rigged out in rags and barefooted, appeared 
on the other side of the market, crying 
and attracting attention. Another kind- 
hearted woman took pity on her and was 
leading her to & metghbdoring store when 
an officer discovered the imposter and sent 
her home with orders not to return.

leys and ash-barrels for old rags. They 
return home in the evenings laden with 
their gleanings and as happy as only ne- 
groes can be. 

Life is one long holiday for them save 
for the rheumatism. When out on their 
expeditions they manage to beg a dinner 
from somebody and attend to social du- 
ites. They “‘drap in” occasionally to see 
their colored friends and never neglect to 
exchangé the compliments of the day with 
every colored brother they meet. They 
give consolation to their sick friends, rec- 
ommend cures for their ailments and never 
fail to lend a willing ear to the colored 
cooks and housemaids who get on a ram- 
page and leave.-their ‘‘homes’’ because 
“that ole white woman” wouldn't take 
their ‘“‘sass.”’ 

The negroes are not the only people who 
make a living in the rag business. This 
neighborhood is filled with Russian Jews of 
the poorest class. But they pick Yags as a 
business and manage to make enough 
money out. of it to get a start as peddlers 
and eventually become second hand dealers. 
At 709 O’Fallon street, in an old shell of a 
tenement house, dingy, dark and reeking in 
other than the perfume of roses—that is the 
center of the rag-pickers’ colony. The house 
cannot boast of paint or windows, but it 
bears a conspicuous sign that reads thus: 

‘Rags and Wares. No. 2.” 

Before this den are a swarm of wag- 
ons and decrepit horses. These they drive 
about town for rags. When thev_ get 
a load of rags they take them home, dump 
them onto the sidewalk and the family fall 
to. The little ones dance around snatching 
bright pieces of cloth from the pile. The 
mothers select the largest pieces of goods 
and any old pieces of clothing they can 
utilize. They sort what is left and put them 
away in the house. Sometimes they are 
piled into a corner and serve as a bed for 
the family until they can be sold. This is a 
familiar sight in the street at all hours of 
the day, each gleaner sorting his wares as 
he brings them in. 

The children who are old enough to leave 
home are sent out to gather rags, old shoes 
and to beg for cast-off clothing. In the 
alleys they often find a pair of old shoes or 
an old hat. They are never better pleased 
than when these articles prove better than 
the ones they have on. In this case they 
throw their own to the rag bag and don the 
newly-found articles. 

When a little girl finds an old straw hat 
with a red ribbon around the crown she 
wears it with as much pride and is as well 
pleased ‘as would be a “real lady” in an 
imported Easter bonnet. It is a great occa- 
sion for rejoicing when a big girl finds an 
old calico dress in an ash barrel. She takes 
it home, washes and mends it and later 
makes her debut In it and immediately be- 
comes the leader in her set and the envy 
of the other girls. 

If the hats or shoes found are several 
sizes too large that makes no difference. 
They pull the hat down over their ears and 
drag the big shoes around on their feet in 
the mud and feel as proud as the leaders 
of fashions. Mud is no detriment to their 
success or happiness in life. It seems to 
be their natural state of existence, and just 
so long as it is not deep enough to en- 
tirely submerge them, they walk right in. 
It is a common sight to see these children 
sitting in the gutters trying on the old shoes 
they have found and comparing the quality 
of their treasures. 

When winter comes they are sent to seek 
wood and coal. The coal and railroad yards 
are always filled with them and they dodge 
in and out among the cars and wagons liike 
s0 many chattering sparrows. They follow 
the coal cart for what may fall off. It is 
piled high above the sides of the wagon 
and when crossing a rough street or car 
track lumps fall off. By picking up coal 
dropped by these wagons many families are 
kept from freezing to death during the win- 
ter months. They haunt new bulldings and 
fires and old houses that are now being 
torn down, for wood. After “the big fire 
on Washington avenue lately large crowds 
of children and women gathered to pick up 
the half charred wood. Two little girls were 
seen climbing to one of the big front win- 
downs of the store to get a stray piece of 
green ribbon hanging temptingly from a pile 
of debris. 
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The street sweepers are filso ever on the 
alert for a fortunate find. They do not 
sweep the streets so leisurely because they 
want to kill time, but because they think 


| possibly a stray coin, bank note or a piece 


of jewelry miay be in the dirt. And this 
caution is frequently rewarded. 

These street and alley scavengers are not 
the best of our citizens, but they serve a 
purpose in the economy of city life, though 
their modes of life are not commendable. 
Their homes are dens of vice and schools

Are any of the preparations advertised 
for the development of the bust of any use 
(at all in a case where the bust has never 
grown as it should with maturity?

The proper method of developing the bust, 
in my opinion, Is the only logical and harm- 
less one.

All the mechanical appliances 
I have ever seen sold for the purpose of de- 
veloping the bust are not only useless, but 
harmful. The glass bell-shaped cup exploited 
for this purpose has caused serious gland- 
ular swellings.

The 
best cold cream is the imported article, or 
one made at home after the following form- 
ula: White wax, one ounce; spermaceti, two 
ounces; sweet almond oil, eight ounces. 
(Melt these together by a gentle heat, take 
off the fire and add, while constantly beat- 
ing the whole mixture, glycerine, three 
ounces; attar of roses, twelve drops, and 
tincture of benzoine, thirty drops. Beat un- 
til the mass concretes, and keep in por- 
celain jars.

JAPANESE HEMP 
IN AMBRIGA, 


EXPERIMENTS PROVE THAT IT 
CAN BE CULTIVATED PROFIT- 
ABLY IN THIS COUNTRY. 


Written for the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

The greatest ce which can be rendered 
country is to a useful plant to its culture. 

OMAS JEFFERSON. 

For fourteen years, since I came to Ameri- 
can shores and selected the United States to 
be my adopted country, I have been busily 
and uninterruptedly engaged in the tutro- 
duction of foreign fibre plants and in experi- 
menting as regards their adaptability to our 
climatic conditions as well as to our various 


soils. Chief among them is Ja ese hemp, 
which Dr. Hermann Grothe of Berlin, in his 
booklet, ‘“‘Die Gespinnstfasern aus dem 
Iflanjenriche” (the textile fibres of the vege- 
table kingdom), describes as the earliest 
textile culture in Japan, earlier than silk, 
cotton and nettle. 

Having by direct importation of some fila- 
ments of this plant been convinced of their 
extraordinary fineness, their great strength 
and gioss, some five or six years o, I pro- 
cured a quantity of seed, which | planted 
in Galveston County, Tex., about twenty 
miles from the Gulf of Mexico, where the 
growth of this plant surpassed my keenest 
expectations, the stalks attaining in the first 
year a height of over 14 feet, and in the 
second year of over 18 feet, In both cases 
yielding as fine, strong and glossy fibres as 
in Japan. 

In 1894 I was invited by the Kern County 
Law Co. at Bakersfield, Cal., to superintend 
extensive trials with indigenous and fore 
fiber plants, and althouay lanted as late 
the season as the end of May, the stalks of 
this Japanese hemp grew visibly, and to 
such an extent as to reach a height of 10 
feet in sixty-two days, and of 15 feet in nine- 
ty-two days, growing sometimes as much as 
four inches in one single night, but on an 
average only of 2 inches in twenty-four 


hours. 

In 189 these experiments were repeated at 
intervals of four weeks, and up to the mid- 
die of July seeds were sown, The seeds sown 
as early as the middle of March till the 
beginning of May produced stalks of 18 feet 
in average, often as high as 21 feet, while 
those sown the end of June and the as 
of July did not grow_higher than li or 
feet on an average. The fibers obtained in 
all cases did not perceptibly differ, all of 
them being of strong, fine and glossy struc- 
ture.

In a recent issue 
of the North British Mail of Glasgow sev- 
enty firms are named who are construct- 
ing from one to ten large vessels from twin- 
screw steamers of 1,000 tons up to first-class 
cruisers and battleships of 16,500 horse-pow- 
er.

The bald-headed men may thank their 
stars they did not lose their hair to a fero.

The government, with more greed than 
justice, had brought on many conflicts with 
these people by trying to remove them from 
their fertile lands near the boundary be- 
tween California and Oregon, to a reserva- 
tion in Oregon, where the soil was so poor 
that the whites could not cultivate it. They 
had never been very peaceful, and resenting 
the intrusion of the seekers for gold they 
made forages upon the newcomers. 

In ’62 the whites invited the Indians to a 
peace talk. Forty-six attended and _ the 
whites fell upon these and massacred forty- 
two of the number. 

The Indians never forgot the injustice 
and sought revenge twenty years later in 
the Canby massacres. 

In 72 the cavalry made a forced march, 
surprised Capt. Jack’s camp while the 
Modocs slept, killed eight and wounded 
others. The remnant of the Indians es- 
caped to the lava beds in the northeastern 
corner of California, killing all the whites 
they’ met. 

Cummings, who was-prospecting close to 
the Oregon line, did not know that the 
Indians were on the warpath and that 
there had been.a battle in the lava beds 
in January, 73, although he was no tender- 
foot in the West. He had been roaming 
about the West for several years looking 
for gold and here and there had found pay 
dirt, but made no richer find. One day 
he and his partner, Sam Williams, were 
going through some underbrush, skirting a 
stretch of standing timber, when a volley 
was fired at them from the brush. This 
was the first intimation they had that the 
Modocs had jumped the reservation and 
were on the warpath murdering all the

AN ENGLISH VIEW. 


From the London Pell Mell Budget. 

The Cabinet of President McKinley of the 
United States is composed of representative 
men from several of the provinces, a few 
facts about each of which are here given: 

The Premier, the Right Honorable John 
Sherman, has once before served in an 
American Ministry, having been Chancellor 
of the Mxchequer some years ago. He is 
the General who made the celebrated march 
to the sea through the provimce of Georgia 
during the Civil War. He is a native of 
the province of Ohio, on the Pacific Coast, 
and is now 74 years of age. 

The new Chancellor of; the. Exchequer, 
the Right Honorable Lyman d. Gage, has 
never before held office, except when he 
represented tbe territory, of olumbia in 
the Parliament of Kentucky, Wis heme at 
present is at Chicago, a riving village 
in the northwestern part of the territory of 
Indiana, where he has extensive banking 
and other interests. 

Gen. Russell A. Alger is the Secretary for 
War. Like Mr. Sherman, Mr. Alger also 
was born in the province of Ohio. He was 
in active service throughout the American 
war, commanding a brigade of Mississipp! 
troops in the Federal army. It was Gen. 
Alger who captured Vicksburg, an im- 
portant town in the New Jersey coast, thus 
compelling Gen. Jefferson Davis. to capitu- 
late. Since the war Gen. Alger has held 
the office of Governor-General of the prov- 
ince of Michigan and also that of in- 
mander-in-Chief of the Grand Army of the 
Republic of Texas. He is thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the details of his department, 
and will make a good War Secretary. 

The new Minister of Marine is John Davis 
Long, who was born in the province of 
Maimeé Gn 1888.. Soon after his arrival at 
maturity the Right Honorable Mr. Long 
was elected by his native constituency to 
represent them in the Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts Bay. Later he was successively 
appointed L eutenantGovernor and Gever- 
nor af the State cf Boston, and also repre- 
sented that State in the American House 


af Commons. 
The Rt. Hon. Cornelius N. Bliss, the 
Minister for the Interior, is a Masrsachu- 
setts man by birth, but never before held 
any office, either Parliamentary or Provin- 
cial, although he was appointed Governor 
of the Province of New York tn 1885, which 
appointment he deecli . 

he new Postmaster- 1 is the Rt. 
Hon. James A. Gary, a native of Uncas- 
ville, in the district of Connecticut, on the 
shores of Lake Superior. .Mr. Gary has 
been a resident of the State of Baltimofe 
for many years and has en a prosifnent 
part many times in nage ‘al agitation.

““Whateladies do you find the pleasantest 
to serve?” 

“Now, madam, you won't ask me to an- 
swer no such question as that and get me 
in trouble, for I dar’sent to say one is 
more pleasant than another unless I wants 
to get into pecks of trouble. Some of the 
St. Louis ladies has their fads and fancies 
about the waiters they want, and they is 
mighty particular and finicky. For in- 
Stance, some of them won’t have nothing 
but black waiters with that shiny, curly 
kind of hair, which is rare even in negroes. 
They wants the coal black waiters because 
they think it is more stylish, and there is 
others who won't have one that is darker 
than I am. But lots of the quality won’t 
have no waiters but colored men, and good 
colored waiters do a good business. 

“You would be surprised at the way some 
ladies act, looking upon a servant, al- 
though he be a man, as if he wasn’t hu- 
man, and not caring how they talks and 
appears before him. This isn’t so common 
now as it was before the war, when we 
were looked on as merely animals. I pays 
no attention, for I knows it is because they 
looks on me as a machine hired to do 
their bidding. But these are exceptions, I 
knows many lovely ladies whose conduct is 
the pink of propriety and dignity upon all 
occasions, and they treat me as if 1 was a 
gentleman, and I tries to be one if my skin 
is not white, and to merit and respect their 
confidence.”’ 

“How do colored waiters get into promi- 
nence?"’ 

“Well, madam, you see we has a waiters’ 
society called the Caterer Waiters’.lub. 
We are very particular about admitting a 
man to membership to this club, and he 
must put in his application thirty days be- 
fore it is passed upon, during which time his 
character, ability and standing is investi- 
gated. He must have been a waiter three 
years before he is eligible for membership. 
If he is known to be a drinking or gambling 
man he can’t get in, for the rule of the 
club don’t allow any man to drink while 
waiting at a function.

Col- 
ored people ain't provident; as a rule they 
will ‘eat chicken to-day and feathers to- 
morrow,’ but the members of this club 
ai) get plenty of work, for they are known 
to be well trained reliable men.”

The fourth volume of the American His- 
tory Series is entitled ‘“‘The Middle Period, 
1817-1%56,"" by John W. Burgess, Ph. D., LL, 
D. The author is Professor of Political 
Science, etc., in Columbia University, New 
York City. He has endeavored to treat the 
subject of the rise of State's rights doc- 
trine and the slavery question from an im- 
partial standpoint, but has not been en- 
tirely successful. As a Northerner and a 
partaker in the great struggle, he cannot 
wholly divest himself of the prejudices of 
birth and education. But on the whole he 
has written a strong and interesting review 
of the events and policies that culminated 
in the Civil War. 

The author takes the New York view that 
Jackson's celebrated fight against the Uni- 
ted States Bank was a Socialistic skirm'sh. 
He stigmatizes government banking as So- 
clalistic. Of the triumph of the Democratic 
party in 1838, when the West and South 
united swept the country, he says: “It was 
not yet, however, a Socialistic uprising 
against the wealth of the East,”” implying 
that such an uprising was started later, 
and that Western Democracy especially in- 
spired it. , 

As an evidence that this author is not 
an altogether dyed-in-the-wool New En- 
glander, the last chapter of thie volume is 
an unqualified condemnation of John Brown 
and his comrades as “common cutthroats 

wa rmen.”* 
A rot Burgesé does not hold with a certain 
rofessor of meen ery that the only_ un- 
Piased histo of the Civil War and its 
causes could written by a Scotch-Irish- 
man. He believes a Northern man fully 
capable of producing such a work. From 
the standpoint of a naturalized American, 
this reviewer is inclined to think this is a 
task impossible to an American of either 
section until more time has elapsed. (New 
York: Charles Scribner’s Sons.)

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“Our Rival, the Rascal,”’ is the title of a 
handsome book of 420 pages, profusely {l- 
juetrated and typograp ically tasteful, by 
Superintendent of Police Eldridge, of Bos- 
ton, and Chief Inspector Watts, of the same 
city. With exceptional advantages, these 
gentiemen have been able to produce a 
work which, while treating of crime ahd 
criminals, and in a sense producing a de. 
moralizing effect, is yet exceedingly useful 
in warning society of the snares set for the 
unwary multitude by those whose aim in 
life is to get along without honest work, 
on the theory that “The world owes me a 
living."" The rascal of to-day is shown up 
in all his multiform bodies and faces; how 
he plans and works and how his natural 
enemy, the police, in turn plan and work to 
forestall, deter, detect and capture him. 
Besides a graphic and faithful ng al of 
the criminal classes and the police and sug- 
gestions for the better security of life and 
property, there is not a little philosophy in 
the discussion of the making of criminals— 
Lombroso'’s theory, Proal’s rejoinder, the 
spread of crime, women as criminals, the 
requisites for reform—and a numbe of other 
questions that make the book very enter- 
taining and of considerable value. It is 
published by the Pemberton Publishing 
Company, of Boston.

The Post-Dispatch has re- 
ceived a copy, and can commend it as a 
work of great interest. It is in two hand- 
some volumes, with over 100 full-page and 
numerous text illustrations.

Nansen’s own water-color, pastel and oo 
cil sketchés. There is nothing crude about 
these sketches. On the contrary, they 
prove that Nansen is as skilful as an artist 
as he is daring as an explorer. 

This story of a three years’ search for the 
North Pole, including a fifteen months’ 
sleigh journey, is told in simple style, with- 
out any “fine writing,”’ but makes a nar- 
ratvie as captivating to the reader as one 
of Jules Verne’s romances. It is fortunate 
for these explorers that they had photo- 
graphic cameras with them. The number 
of bears and walruses they slew would be 
looked upon as the biggest “fish story” on 
record, but for the fact that they took the 
precaution to “kodak’’ the animals while 
they slaughtered them. 

Probably the most interesting part of the 
narrative is the story of the big sleigh 
journey and the going into winter quarters 
in a region completely shut off from the 
ship and from civilization. It was in this 
ee of the exploration, carried out by 

ansen and Lieut. Johnson, that the hard- 
ships endured and the conditions faced were 
most truly arctic and sensational, so to 
speak, 

The portraits of several of the ship’s crew 
are not the least interesting part of this 
work.

STATES REVENUE CENTER. 


From the standpoint of the Prohibition 
party or of the W. Cas +e U., 
the records of the local Internal Revenue 
office are anything but pleasant to contem- 
plate. They represent the collection of the 
taxes due to the United States Government 
on the several weaknesses of mankind and— 
sad to relate—of some classes of woman- 


kind. They are a record of the revenue that 
has accrued to and been collected by the 
United States Government in the First Dis- 
trict of Missouri on the manufacture and 
sale of whisky, wine, beer, smoking and 
chewing tobacco, cigars, cigarettes, snuff, 
Playing cards and oleomargarine. All but 
the last furnish material for the indulgence 
of the bad habits, against which the Pro- 
hibitionists and the . C. T. U. ladies are 
fighting, and the ‘‘oleo”’ is not as Pe ular as 
it “ae be, had it the stamp of the dairy 
on | 


From a business point of view, as show- 
ing the greatness of the business interests 
that pay the taxes, these records are of deep 
and general interest. by A are a kind of 
business thermometer indicating the gen- 
eral tendency of the commercial tempera- 
ture of St. Louis and the surrounding ter- 
ritory. It is a notable and pleasing fact that 
they show a gradual upward tendency, a 
consistent increase in the business of the 
city, in the lines exhibited. This increase 
though gradual, like everything else in solid 
St. Louis, has been as sure as Fate itself. 

The figures on manufactured tobacco are 
particularly interesting, proving as they do 
that St. Loula is the leading tobacco manu. 
facturing center of the world. 

The beer stamp collections also make a 
surprising showing for St. Louis as a brew- 
ing center. 

he manufacture of cigarettes, though a 
new industry in this city, is shown to be 
making marked headway. Export records 
of the office show that shipments of St. 
Louls made cigarettes are being made to 
Japan as well as to other foreign countries, 

In all of the other lines the figures are 
in every way creditable to this city. 

The Revenue Collector’s office is of con- 
siderable importance from a political stand- 

int as well as from a business view. 

ollector @ yman C. McCreery, who was 
confirmed by the Senate March 9, has under 
him thirteen clerks, eleven gaugers, nine 
storekeepers and twenty-three storekeeper- 
gaugers. The work of the office is to collect 
the revenue in the First District of Mis- 
souri, which includes fifty-three counties 
in the eastern part of the State. The dis- 
trict is divided into seven divisions, with a 
Deputy Collector in charge of each. Three 
of these divisions are in St. Louis and St. 
Louis County. The others are divided as
